HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 22.—Progress of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild toward a closed 
shop here was at a standstill this week, 
awaiting reply from the producers A 
committee of the Guild met with Irving 
Thalberg, representative of ‘the pro- 
ducers, early in the week and discussed 
the situation. Thalberg agreed to pre- 
sent suggestions to producers and give 
their reply to the Guild.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The Local 306- 
Allied battle was featured this week by 
the issuing of a sweeping injunction 
tying up Local 306 activity against four 
theaters and by open defiance of the 
injunction by Local 306 sympathizers. 
One sympathizer, Herman Woskow, V.-p. 
of the International Pressmen’s Union 
and Socialist candidate for the State 
Senate, was arrested Thursday for defy- 
ing the injunction in front of the Ritz, 
Bronx. He will be tried Wednesday. 
The union meanwhile continues to 
picket 22 other houses using Allied men. 


The injunction, granted by Justice 
Edgar L. Lauer, orders Local 306 and 
three other unions and all sympathizers 
not to picket, talk or propagandize in 
any other way within half a mile from 
the Leff & Mantell Star, Art and Ritz 
theaters, Bronx, and Rosenzweig’s Rug- 
by, Brooklyn. The injunction is one of 
the most sweeping ever made here and 
was denounced by The World-Telegram 
editorially Wednesday and by the 
Socialist Lawyers’ Association Monday 
as violating “all notions of freedom.” 
The Socialist Party is holding nightly 
meetings near each theater to test the 


injunction. 

Local 306 won partial relief yesterday 
when the court permitted limited 
picketing until the case is heard in

Opens Chi Offices 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Management of 
the 1935 San Diego Exposition has 
opened offices in Chicago and already is 
busy seeking attractions and exhibits for 
the bie West Coast fair. It is quite 
likely that some of the shows and con- 
cessions now at A Century of Progress 
will be found at San Diego when the 
fair opens May 29. 


Paul Massmann, who has been con- 
nected with A Century of Progress, has 
been placed in charge of the local San 
Diego Expo office, and two representa- 
tives from the West Coast are here, Wal- 
do T. Tupper. in charge of exhibits, and 
William Barie, in charge of concessions, 

Fair is to be held in Balboa Park, 
which is within walking distance of 
downtown San Diego, and will run from 
May 29 to November 1.

Pruning Progressing 


The extra committee at work on re- 
ducing the number of applications on 
file in the motion picture industry re- 
ported this week that it has boiled down 
the list from 17,000 to approximately 
7,000, and will continue until the list is 
down to 2,500 as desired. No new ap- 
plications have been accepted during the 
last few weeks. 


The mailing of questionnaires is being 
continued this week and next until all 
of the extras have received one. Con- 
tains a list of 29 questions and requires 
the extra to sign twice, once at the bot- 
tom attesting to the truth of the an- 
swers and once at the top agreeing that 
the answering of the questions “does 
not guarantee that I shall be employed 
as @ motion picture extra.”

If so, how many 
times? For what reason? Have you 
ever been under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquors while employed in a 
picture? What have your earnings from 
extra work averaged during the last 
three years? Have you any source of in- 
come other than from extra work?

Your husband’s 
weekly income? Any alimony or allow- 
ances? Do you own your own home or 
rent? Are you an American citizen? 
How long in pictures? Have you had 
parts with screen credits? What type of 
work are you best qualified for? And 
what other points do you consider in 
your favor for consideration for extra 
work?

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Patricia Mar- 
quem, “Miss Century of Progress” from 
Chi, arrived here this week to enter the 
National American Beauty Pageant to 
be held in Madison Square Garden Oc- 
tober 3 and 4. Judges will be 35 artists, 
photographers and beauticians. 


Reverse English 


Carnival managers from time immemorial 
have fought with those in charge of grand- 
stand shows at fairs regarding cutting 
down the length of the show so as to 
release stand patrons in time to take 
in the midway. Every carnival impresario 
has had his share of the fighting. It took 
Max Linderman, manager of the World of 
Mirth Shows, which appeared at the Allen- 
town (Pa.) Fair last week, to make a con- 
trary request. He rushed from the midway 
over to the grand stand, pleading with 
George Hamid, supplier of the grand-stand 
layout, to hold the show as long as possible 
as the midway was thick with customers 
and nary an inch of space left for Allen- 
town humanity. Hamid, who figured, nat- 
urally, that the midway had the expected 
dearth of patrons during stand time, was 
tickled to death to grant the request. 


Television Now 


On Utility Basis 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Television took 
another step forward with the first public 
exhibition of the new multi-channel ma- 
chine invented by L. P. Garner and U. A. 
Sanabria, which is being demonstrated 
daily at one of the large department 
stores here. It transmits a 150-line image 
instead of the usual 45 lines per minute, 
making a steadier and brighter picture of 
greater scope. 

The outfit was built at Fort Erie, Ont., 
in conjunction with the Horton Steel 
Company and took nine months and 
$55,000 to build. The transmitter is 5 
feet high and 13 feet long, mounted on 
air wheels and completely adjustable. It

In Legit Effort 


Aim at renewed interest in 

professional stage---T heater 

Society of Chicago active 
® 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Efforts to revive 
the lagging drama in Chicago are being 
made by several groups, some of which 
give promise of definitely accomplishing 
something for the professional theater. 
Most pretentious and best directed of 
these efforts is the Theater Society of 
Chicago, formed largely thru the efforts 
of Thoda Cocroft, who has directed the 
subscription season of American Theater 
Society so successfully. 


Other leading spirits in this group are 
Mrs. A. Starr Best, Edwin Wappler, 
Dudley Crafts Watson and a number of 
prominent men end women interested in 
drama. A second group is the Circuit 
Theater of Chicago, of which Virginia 
Dalton is manager and Luther Greene 
stage director. Among players they have 
signed are Tyrone Power Jr., Sidney 
Breese and Alexander Knuuti. They 
propose to stage plays and send them 
out among cglleges, high schools and 
small towns. The season starts October 
5 with White-Headed Boy. 


A third group which aims to present 
the Drama of Protest is the Drama Un- 
ion, from which little is expected in a 
commercial way. In addition to these 
there are Charles Freeman’s series of 
subscription plays and Seymour Blair’s 
series, which may include Alexandra 
Carlisle in Criminal at Large. 


Effort To Set Carnival Standards 
Main Object of Meet in Toronto 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 24.—An ef- 
fort to set standards of business for the 
carnival industry will be the principal 
object of sessions of the American Car- 
nivals Association, Inc., in the Royal 
York Hotel, Toronto, on November 25- 
27, said Max Cohen, of this city, chair- 
man and counsel of the new body, in 
announcing the tentative program. 

“It is the definite intention this year,” 
he declared, “to attempt to adopt poli- 
cies for 1935 affecting all who partici- 
pate and, naturally, indirectly those who 
do net, in setting standards of business 
for the industry. 

“If these results cannot be accome- 
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plished thru a code they certainly can 
be accomplished by the association thru 


its membership. All in all, I anticipate 
a good meeting and a large attendance. 
I propose to send a letter to every car- 
nival and a copy of the program in the 
near future, together with a question- 
naire to be answered and returned. 


“Our meeting arrangement meets the 
request of Secretary A. R. Hodge, Nation- 
al Association of Amusement Parks, 
Pools and Beaches, that our Monday and 
Tuesday activities fit in with the pro- 
grams of the other participating groups, 
the park and pool men, International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions and 
Canadian Pairs Association.”

WARD IS NEW NAB HEAD 


Convention Held Most Successful 
In Radio Org’s 12-Year History 


Optimistic attitude on copyright matters—amicable ad- 
justment with ASCAP expected as ill feeling abates— 
new president has no factional obligations 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 22.—Characterized by a harmonious spirit that omitted 
factional coups and with a tone that was generally constructive, the 12th annual 


convention of the National Association of 


Broadcasters came to a close late Wednes- 


day afternoon, with nearly 100 of the visiting 300-odd delegates remaining over for 
the open hearing held Thursday by the Code Authority of the Radio Broadcast 
Industry. J. T. Ward, of WLAC, Nashville, was elected president for the ensuing 
year, and Alfred J. McCosker, of WOR, former president, was elected as a member 


of the board for a three-year term. Other 
officials elected were Lambdin Kay, WSB, 
Atlanta, first vice-president; second vice- 
president, C. W. Myers, KOIN, Portland, 
Ore., and Isaac D. Levy, of WCAU, Phila- 
delphia, was re-elected treasurer. 


Complete list of members of the board 
elected for the three and one-year terms, 
ast well as those continuing, will be found 
on page 7. 

Resume of Resolutions in connection 
with new and old business will be found

Various speeches of well-known radio 
Men and Washington officials were all 
deemed highly encouraging, as well as the 
reports by NAB committee chairmen and 
officers. On Wednesday the sessions be- 
gan to focus on the vital subjects nearer 
home such as copyright matters. The re- 
port of Oswald F. Schuette, copyright ad- 
viser of NAB, was punctuated with 
many impromptu remarks, and Schuette 
brought out points about the possibility 
of the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers membership be- 
ing liable for triple damages in the event 
of a successful prosecution of the Sher- 
man anti-trust action now pending 
against ASCAP. If won by the govern- 
ment, Schuette told the broadcasters, a 
copy of the decision handed down would 
be all that any broadcaster would need 
to show a local court in order to obtain 
immediate relief in his own particular 
case should an infringement action be 
filed against him by ASCAP. The de- 
cision, he said, wil! stand for all now us- 
ing ASCAP music or in progress of 
negotiating new contracts. Schuette out- 
lined a plan that later was formulated 
into a resolution and adopted. 


New ASCAP Attitude 


Somewhat conciliatory was the at- 
titude of J. C. Hostetler, of Baker, 
Hostetler, Sidlo & Patterson, NAB copy- 
right counsel, who made his report on 
the ASCAP situation. Hostetler struck a 
new and probably wise keynote in stress- 
ing the point that NAB never sought 
to get the use of copyrighted music free, 
but was willing to pay a fair and equita- 
ble amount. Hostetler placed his au- 
dience in good humor from the start and 
stated he did not intend to discuss any- 
thing in connection with the government 
suit against ASCAP. He thanked the 
broadcasters for their prompt replies to

PARIS, Sept. 17—As a result of the 
street rioting, political unrest, the crisis 
or whatever other alibis one cares to 
throw in, the amusement business in 
Paris the past season was a dismal 
bloomer. Instead of profiting by the 
examples of a few astute directors of 
theaters and other amusement purveyors 
who managed to keep out of the red by 
really offering the public something in- 
teresting at a reasonable price, most of 
the amusement-exploiters of Paris seem 
to have been hit by an epidemic of the 
jitters and appear to have gone hay- 
wire. 

Perfectly well-built places, such as 
the famous Abbaye de Theleme night 
spot in Montmartre, with a name that 
means something and a sober but at- 
tractive front that was known the world 
over, are being turned into garish 
honky-tonk affairs with painted veneer- 
board fronts and rebaptized with out- 
landish names that mean nothing. 
There’s a Far West cabaret run by Rus-

“Rosey” Anent Show Biz

amusement field the most disorganized 
group in the country. Only radio, he said, 
had an organization. However, every 
branch of the field did nobly in co- 
operating with him to the fullest extent. 
Otherwise, he paid a handsome tribute to 
the amusement industry as a power for 
good. 


Chi Relief Units 
Employing 400 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—After a week of 
appearances in numerous communities 
in connection with the Chicago on Pa- 
rade pageant, the 400 actors and musi- 
cians of the Illinois Emergency Relief 
Commission are back on their regular 
schedule of playing institutions, hos- 
pitals and CCC camps. At present there 
are 10 units, each comprising seven to 
nine acts, an afterpiece and a one-act 
playlet, besides a five-piece orchestra. 
Among the company names are The 
Merry Mountebanks, Gay Troubadours, 
The Rounders, Town Clowns, Gloom 
Chasers, Wandering Minstrels, Fun 
Makers, Social Troupers and the IERC 
Entertainers. They play five nights 
each week or a total of 20 hours. 


There is a minstrel show in process of 
formation that will employ 16 people 
and a nine-piece band, to be ready in 
a couple of weeks. Six one-act playlets 
are in rehearsal, cast from a list fur- 
nished by Equity. They are The Valiant, 
Good-Morning Glory, Peep Into Stage- 
land, The Banner, Shut Out and Soger 
Judson. As soon as these are ready it is 
planned to assign them to a unit in 
place of one act, which, added to others 
taken from all the units, will make an- 
other company. 

Dr. Simeon Wall, who is responsible 
for this theatrical project, is hopeful 
and reasonably sure that this branch of 
the Illinois Relief will last the entire 
winter. He mentioned that there is a 
possibility that the number of actors 
and musicians already employed may be 
increased. 


Offers $5,000 To End 
“Follies” Title Suit 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. 22.—In 
a letter sent last week to William S. 
Coffey, Westchester County treasurer, 
Billie Burke, widow of Florenz Ziegfeld, 
offered to settle the long-drawn-out suit 
over the title of the Follies for $5,000 
on the line. Suit was started by Coffey 
to obtain douzh for creditors of pro- 
ducer, who died owing $500,000, of 
which $100,000 was unpaid federal in- 
come tax. Claimed that estate held 
rights to Follies title and asked Shu- 
berts, producers of the show, for $20,000 
for each week of the run. Claimed the 
show averaged a $60,000 gross and that 
the title was worth at least a third. 

Miss Burke claimed that Ziegfeld be- 
fore he died had assigned rights to all 
titles to her but was unable to produce 
the paper so assigning them. She had 
sold the title rights to the Shuberts for 
a reported $1,000 down and 3 per cent 
of the gross. 

Coffey referred the letter to Surrogate 
George A. Slater, who referred it to 
Mayor Robert P. Smith of this city, 
referee in proceedings against the estate. 

Not divulged whether or not Miss 
Burke upheld her original claim that 
she owns the titles.

45th street house to have 
free air shows—legit men 
squawking plenty 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The Columbia 
Broadcasting System, with one house on 
Broadway already presenting free radio 
broadcast performances, this week took 
over the lease of the Avon Theater in 
West 45th street, where Tight Britches 
is now playing. House had been leased 
from the Emigrant Industrial Savings 
Bank by Rowland Stebbins, producer of 
the play. Columbia, it is reported, paid 
him a substantial sum over and above 
his rental. 


The circuit had been dickering with 
the Shuberts, in negotiations to take 
over the lease of the Maxine Elliott for 
the same purpose. Latter was abandoned 
when the Avon lease was obtained. Cur- 
rent rumors that the Shuberts might 
start sult on the basis of alterations 
already made in the Elliott for its pros- 
pective radio tenant were denied by the 
Shubert office today. Claude Greneker, 
Shubert p. a., said that no changes had 
been made in the house and that it had 
not been determined whether negotia- 
tions had gone far enough to warrant 
a suit. 


Columbia will take over the Avon next 
Monday, Tight Britches being set to 
close a week from tonight. After neces- 
sary alterations are made the house will 
operate as the outfit’s second Broadway 
“theater of the air.” 


A furor was raised in legit and film 
circles last winter when Columbia took 
over the Hudson as its first Broadway 
stand. It was argued that the practice 
of allowing customers to attend broad- 
casts free of charge was unfair competi- 
tion to both pix and legit houses on the 
street, and both the film and legit code 
authorities appointed committees to go 
into the question. They met several 
times and drew up suggestions which 
they presented to a committee of the 
Radio Code Authority. 

It was thru this dispute that the an- 
nounced combined committee -for the 
amusement field was formed, to hash 
out questions that affected various 
show-biz branches. It was to have 
representatives from radio, films and 
legit, and was scheduled to have regular 
meetings. 

Nothing was done on the joint com- 
mittee after the announcement that 
there would be one, and nothing was 
done on the question of the competition 
of free broadcasts. 

It is figured that the taking of the 
Avon by Columbia will bring up the

O UR bitter experiences in the past with 
the ill-fated attempts made to regu- 

late benefits and to throw benefit 
gyps into the garbage heap should have 
taught us to be more cynical and less 
enthusiastic. But cynicism is not always 
the by-product of unhappy experience. 
Sometimes a sudden turn of events, re- 
gardless of the besmudged record of the 
past, makes optimists of us. This has 
apparently happened to one individual 
who has identified himself inextricably 
with the benefit clean-up movement. 
Several weeks ago there was formed the 
Theater Authority, Inc., 
heads of every important theatrical union, 
charity and religious organization in 
New York, most of them of a national 
scope. The principal aim of this group is 
to bring into a semblance of order the 
mess surrounding and intertwining the 
staging of benefits in New York and other 
large cities. 

The Theater Authority was formed 
about two years late, but it had the ad- 
vantage, anyway, of being in a position 
to look back on the mistakes of many 
months—and profiting thereby. The 
Theater Authority will succeed in its 
purpose if its leaders subordinate petty 
differences, publicity penchants and the 
exclusive welfare of the groups they rep- 
resent to the prime purpose of the move- 
ment—regulating benefits and casting the 
gyps out into the gutter. 

The Theater Authority has the avowed 
support of the leading circuits, the lead- 
ing organizations representing the actor, 
the legit managers, the various religious 
guilds and the departments of the 
municipal government charged officially 
with the supervision of charity enter- 
tainments. With these forces working in 
close harmony there can't be any possible 
doubt of ultimate and not far distant 
uCCess. 


* * 


The Theater Authority plans to collect 
from all benefits that are given its ap- 
proval 15 per cent of the proceeds for dis- 
tribution among theatrical charity or- 
ganizations. Further, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Social Welfare Stanley Howe is 
determined that no benefit shall be held 
unless it has the approval of the Theater 
Authority. Which makes for a neat set- 
up and inspires the hope that there will 
be no battles over the spoils. 

Regardless of how beautifully the Thea- 
ter Authority plan works out in theory 
the entire project will be huge farce un- 
less the actor as an individual—the actor 
who has brought about the benefit evil— 
is determined to support the movement 
all the way. Of course, under the plan 
worked out Equity will co-operate by dis- 
ciplining its members who play unap- 
proved benefits. But comparatively few 
of the “names” that are in great demand 
for benefit dates are Equity cardholders. 

The circuits have promised—unoffi- 
cially as yet—to bar from their books any 
actor who gets a black eye from the 
Authority for playing a verbotten benefit. 
This sounds great, but it is yet to be seen 
whether Loew or RKO or Warner will 
actually lose the box-office pull of a 

“name” because that “name” has been 
placed on the bad-boy list by the Au- 
thority. We would like to believe it, but 
knowing the dear old circuits as we do, 
particularly when their eyes are peeled on 
“names”—we are inclined to be slightly 
skeptical, to say the least. 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League of New York Theaters, the asso- 
ciation of Broadway producing managers, 
is a member of the Authority board. He 


has pledged the support of his LNYT. 
This is important and gratifying to hear, 


but not quite as important as the circuits 
nd radio, from whom the longest list of 
——_ benefit talent derives Thus 
far radio hasn't asserted itself as a factor 
in the Authority. It will have to be very 
ns represented or—in our humble opin- 
ion—it will only be a matter of months 
before the Authority will close up shop 
with its work undone.

Back to the actor, he alone can make 
the entire project a success. The stage- 
struck “name” will have to be cured. 
How, we can’t teil right now. But the 
cure will have to be forthcoming if the 
benefit clean-up drive is to be a success. 
The dumb actor who thinks that the most 
important thing in the world is to play 


including the: 


a benefit for a politician will also have 
to be wised up. But it should be easier 
to put this over by education than the 
cure of the stage-struck big shot. The 
first is in the blood; the second is a mat- 
ter of limited knowledge and aborted un- 
derstanding. 

But when all’s told and retold we feel 
that the Authority is at least on the right 
track. We feel that, having built its 
foundation on the bloomers of the past, 
it represents the most ambitious attempt 
yet made to clean up the benefit situa- 
tion. 


The movement has our enthusiastic 
support. To prove it we can point to no 
better indication than our decision to 
hold off, until the Authority is ready to 
work in with us, the pushing of an or- 
dinance already drafted and designed to 
further regulate theatrical benefits thru 
closer supervision on the part of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare. For close 
to seven months we have worked on this 
ordinance and we owe to this undertaking 
a liberal education in politics and poli- 
ticians. 


One of the clauses in the temporarily 
shelved ordinance specifies that all bene- 
fits shall go thru the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare mill; meaning that all facts 
regarding the disposal of moneys collected 
shall be made available to the depart- 
ment. One Alderman after another was 
tested by asking them to introduce the 
ordinance. Astute politicians all, they 
all refused. They smelled the rat. This 
ordinance would make it impossible for 
political clubs to steal the services of the 
actor. No self-respecting Alderman could 
be a party to such a nefarious scheme. 
He would be outlawed by all of his fellow- 
politicians, besides—and regardless of 
party affiliation. 

But we are confident that the ordinance 
will eventually be passed. The spotlight 
of publicity will send the boys at City 
Hall scurrying for cover. And when they 
steal back into the arena they will be 
happy to support the bill—providing 
there still is a Board of Aldermen.

HILE this is being read, Belle Baker, 
the fortunate woman with strongest 
personal following in the popular 

branch of the American theater, will be 
on the high seas bound for dear old Eng- 
land and anticipating her debut at the 
Palladium October 8. Belle carries with 
her the best wishes of millions of ad- 
mirers. She should have been established 
as a London favorite long ago. But this 
is due to the pranks of booking practice 
rather than to any insufficiency on her 
part. This little lady has every require- 
ment for phenomenal success as an in- 
ternational favorite. Radio, talkies and 
popularized night clubs, with their hun- 
dreds of new vocalists, have failed to dim 
one iota the glory of this artist’s per- 
sonality and delivery. There is, indeed, 
only one Belle Baker, and we on this 
side of the water are boosting for her and 
confident with a surer confidence than 
is bound up with love that she will take 
England and other countries of the Old 
World by storm. The Palladium engage- 
ment is for two weeks. This will be only 
an appetizer for the public that awaits 
her. We hope she stays and works over 
there for many, many months—but not 
too long. Radio is waiting for her here, 
altho some of the sleepy birds in the 
studios don’t know it yet. It usually 
takes a sensation 3,000 miles removed to 
wake them up to what they missed here. 
That was once the case in American 
vaude, and one of the reasons why vaude 
became gouty. 


E FINALLY met Dr. Karl Fischel the 
other day—in our own office. We 
finally were convinced, as a result 

of that meeting, that all is now well with 
the NVA Lodge. Dr. Fischel is the medi- 
cal superintendent of this erstwhile nest 
of discontent. He carries around in his 
modest, unassuming person a world of 
good for the show business and those in 
it who are interested in the welfare of the 
boys and girls who fell by the wayside, 
stricken down with tuberculosis. Dr. 
Fischel is unpretentious but human; a 
scientist and a philosopher as well (what 
a beautiful blend!); a man who is as un- 
theatrical as a theological student, but a 
man whose wealth of experience, breadth 
of vision and kindliness qualify him ad- 
mirably to understand the theatrical 
temperament. More important that that, 
but less conspicuous to us outsiders, is his 
ability to run the medical side of an in- 
stitution designed primarily to halt the 
progress of, and to cure disease. With 
Dr. Fischel as the skipper and with our 
good friend Dr. George Wilson as the 
first mate, all must now be well at the 
Lodge.

his questionnaire and for the confidential 
information requested from them. He 
emphatically stated that none of the 
replies had ever been seen by Federal 
Trade Commissioners or agents of the 
Department of Justice. NAB is now work- 
ing with the government in its copyright 
adjustments, he explained, and he was 
still negotiating with E. C. Mills for a 
per use type of agreement. More progress 
has been made in this direction in the 
last six months than at any time during 
the last two years, in his opinion. 


He told of having made progress with 
Mills and that further talks were sched- 
uled the next day. He advised that 
nothing offensive be said by any of the 
NAB members when mentioning ASCAP, 
Things looked bright for a peaceful set- 
tlement of the copyright situation—but 
he wanted the members to get ready 
anyway—meaning that a slipup was al- 
ways possible. 


Levy Does His Act 


Issac D. Levy, inclined to be facetious, 
offered random remarks anent copyright 
matters, saying that NAB needed the 
ASCAP stuff, but that ASCAP had a 
habit of hammering them down a little 
too hard. His campaign to raise funds, 
he said, had been very successful and the 
members were told not to send any more 
in. Levy was not in favor of ASCAP 
being dissolved, but in the event such a 
thing happened, he asked the members 
not to worry about a chaotic situation, 
since the government when breaking up 
a combine always allowed a_ suitable 
time in which to let those involved ad- 
just matters. 


He was also of the opinion that NAB 
ought to pay a reasonable sum for per- 
forming rights of music and appreciated 
the fact that the Jerome Kerns et al. 
were probably not getting as much as 
they should out of their performing 
rights, yet he did not see why radio 
should take the rap. If ASCAP, for in- 
stance, wanted to carry on charitable 
work for broken-down songwriters, he be- 
lieved that ASCAP itself should dig down 
for the dough and not take it out of 
radio. Levy also rapped the motion pic- 
ture companies that own publishing 
houses for seeking to get as much money 
as possible out of radio, yet raising Cain 
when the ASCAP rates were boosted for 
m. p. theaters. He also realized that 
ASCAP had its own internal troubles. 

However, on the whole he was highly 
optimistic that everything will come 
out okeh and that every effort will be 


made to work out an amicable adjust- 
ment for use of music. He thought there 
was a better feeling in the air now. He 
predicted free sustaining licenses eventu- 
ally, with the advertiser paying his own 
fees. Levy took time out to praise the 
work of M. H. Aylesworth, whom he 
credited with having been instrumental 
in placing radio on the high level of ef- 
ficiency and quality it now enjoys. Other- 
wise, the NAB treasurer aired his views 
on the non-members who took an un- 
toward hand in the election pie and 


ruined the chances of a certain nominee. 
He stooged for his favorite trade paper 
and took a rap at two others (not The 
Billboard).

NAB Resolutions 


FTC Pledge 
(No. 5) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby pledges its full co-opera- 
tion to the Federal Trade Commission in its 
efforts to safeguard the people of the United 
States against all forms of fraudulent, un- 
truthful or willfully misleading advertising, and 
urges upon every broadcaster the necessity for 
maintaining a standard of advertising truth- 
fulness which will justify and strengthen the 
faith of the public in the dependability of 
radio advertising. 


Accounting Committee 


(No. 6) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby recommends that the Cost 
Accounting Committee appointed for the past 
year by President McCosker be continued with 
the same personnel until the completion of the 
standard accounting system which it now has 
in hand, and that this system be completed, if 
possible, not later than November 1, 1934. 


That on the completion of this standard 
accounting system, the Managing Director is 
hereby directed to have copies thereof pre- 
pared and sent to all member stations, if pos- 
sible not later than December 1, 1934 


That all member stations are advised to 
make the necessary adjustments in their ac- 
counting methods, so far as such adjustments 
may be found practicable, to bring their 
methods into conformity with the proposed 
standard systems. 


Amendment on Dues 


(No. 8) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby approves and adopts an 
amendment to the By-Laws of said Associa- 
tion which was duly submitted to its bers 


counts to apply within the same time classi- 
fications. 


3. That operating companies or holding com- 
panies operating more than one subsidiary be 
permitted to buy under a group plan allowing 
discounts for each of the separate companies 
under a blanket order to apply even if more 
than one agency is involved in placing time. 


4. That all stations put on their rate cards, 
in addition to the regular standard units of 
time, under a separate heading callzd “‘spe- 
cial service features,” such features as time 
signals, weather reports, sports events, par- 
ticipation programs and any other service fea- 
tures, with an adequate description of what 
the individual station allows. 


5. That no station quote quantity discounts 
on consecutive times other than 13, 26, 52, 
100, 150 and 300. 


Agency Bureau 
(No. 12) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters establish and maintain an agency 
recognition bureau at the Washington office 
of the Association, and that such machinery 
as may be necessary be set up by the managing 
director with such funds as may be deemed 
necessary and approved by the Board of Di- 
rectors as a part of the regular annual budget; 
that, in general, agency recognition be ex- 
tended to only those agencies which can 
satisfy the bureau as to credit responsibility, 
character or operation and radio service facili- 
ties; that said bureau be given full power to 
study applications of agencies for such recogni- 
tion and to determine whether or not such 
recognition should be extended, subject to ap- 
proval of the Board of Directors, andethat the 
bureau furnish a list of those agencies which 
are extended recognition, together with all 
supplements thereof, with the strong recom- 
mendation of the Association that its members 
pay agency commission only to those advertis- 


in advance of the meeting at which this 
resolution was adopted, as provided by said 
By-Laws, said Amendment being as follows: 

To repeal By-Law No. 1 and substitute 
therefor the following: 

Effective October 1, 1934, quarterly dues 
shall be payable each January 1, April 1, July 
1 and October 1, on the following basis. 

(a) Each member operating a station au- 
thorized to operate 40 hours or less per week 
shall pay a sum equal to one-third of the high- 
est rate published by such member for one- 
quarter hour of broadcasting time. 

(b) Each member operating a station au- 
thorized to operate 41 to 60 hours per weck 
shall pay a sum equal to one-half of the high- 
est rate published by such member for one- 
quarter hour of broadcast time. 

(c) Each member operating a station au- 
thorized to operate 61 to 80 hours per week 
shall pay a sum equal to two-thirds of the 
highest rate published by such member for 
one-quarter hour of broadcast time. 

(d) Each member operating a station au- 
thorized to operate 81 hours or more per 
week shall pay a sum equal to the highest 
rate published by such member for one- 
quarter hour of broadcast time. 


Ad Agency Info 
(No. 9) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby directs the chairman of 
its Commercial Section to appoint a committee 
of five to study what is pertinent information 
for the advertising agencies and the advertis- 
ers who are buyers of radio advertising, and to 
invite discussions with representatives of the 
American Association of Advertising Agencies 
and the Association of National Advertisers, 
with a view to setting up a bureau for the 
broadcasting industry, such committee to re- 
port with recommendations to the Board of 
Directors for action as quickly as possible. 


Rate Cards 
(No. 10) 


WHEREAS, there is a need in the broadcast- 
ing industry for further standardization of 
units of sale and rate card practices, be it, 
therefore, 

RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby authorizes the Commercial 
Committee to publish as the recommendations 
of said committee, the following: 

1. That units of sale be standardized as 
follows: one hour, one-half hour, quarter hour, 
five minutes; one-minute transcriptions, 100 
words; half-minute transcriptions, 50 words or 
less. ~ 

2. That all quantity discounts be given within 
a period of one year, with discounts retroactive 


to the first broadcast within that year, dis- 


ing extended recognition by the said 
bureau. 


Special Rates 
(No. 13) 


WHEREAS, the Code Authority regulations 
permit the granting of special rates with the 
sole proviso that these rates be filed with 
the Code Authority, and 

WHEREAS, it is the belief of the Commercial 
Committee that. such special rates may 
used as a means of making concessions contrary 
to the intent of stabilized rates provisions 
of the Code, be it, therefore, 

RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters petition the Code Authority to 
take steps to amend and clarify or to repeal 
its regulations permitting this practice. 


Electrical Transcriptions 
(No. 14-A) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby reaffirms the resolution 
adopted at its 1933 convention referring to 
the elimination of announcements for electrical 
transcriptions produced especially for broad- 
casters, and directs the convention resolutions 
committee to draft an appropriate resolution 
for this purpose to be transmitted to the 
Federal Communications Commission. 


(No. 14-B) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby reaffirms the following 
resolution adopted at its 1933 annual meeting: 

“WHEREAS, the use of the electrical tran- 
scription method of broadcasting programs is 
generally accepted by both stations and by 
listeners and has become an_ important 
economic factor in the operation of broad- 
casting stations, and 

“WHEREAS, there is definite evidence of 
serious loss in income to stations because of 
existing requirements that electrical transcrip- 
tion programs must be announced, and 

“WHEREAS, there has been sufficient prog-

PROGRAM REVIEWS 


The Gibson Family 


Reviewed Saturday evening, 9:30- 
10:30. Stule—Original musical comedy. 
Sponsor—The Procter & Gamble Com- 


pany. Station—WEAF (NBC zed net- 
work). 
Despite shortcomings the Gibson 


Family, first musical show ever written 
or produced primarily for radio, has 
what it takes to insure success. More 
than anything else. that means a first- 
rate score, which will be the determin- 
ing element in attracting and keeping 
an audience. P. & G., thru the Black- 
man ad agency and the latter's radio di- 
rector, Carlo De Angelo, haven't guessed 
wrong in pioneering and especially in 
hiring Arthur Schwartz and Howard 
Dietz to do the tunesmithy task. The 
pair ably demonstrated that they stiil 
retain their hit-making knack. 


Oddly enough, it will depend on radio 
whether the Gibson Family sengs click. 
Given nation-wide plugs on both net- 
works, which may or may not eventual- 
ize, the tunes are easily in. Should 
CBS or its advertising clients refuse to 
play the songs—each time a song is 
played credit must be given to the 
source, meaning an indirect plug for P. 
& G—it is possible the story may be 
different. Four numbers were intro- 
duced the first night. Jl’m Absent 
Minded; Cowbov, Where Are You Rid- 
ing?; Falling Under Your Spell and 
Heigh de Home, Sweet Home. First and 
last named are exceedingly catchy. Spell 
is a tuneful ballad and the Cowboy 
number has earmarks of becoming a 
moderate seller. 


The Gibson Family, as musical com- 
edy book material, starts off where legit 
stopped several years. This is easily 
understood. Time and audience limita- 
tions, with particular emphasis on the 
first, held down Courtney Ryley Cooper. 
Thus the book is more or less stock 
stuff, both as to character and situa- 
ation. 


Vocally and musically the program is 
easily a highlight. Don Voorhees’ Or- 
chestra does a lulu of a job, with the in- 
dividual and choral effects equally as 
good. In selecting Conrad Thibault as 
the male singing lead and Lois Bennett 
opposite him, two of the air’s best war- 
blers were drafted. Both showed to ex- 
cellent advantage in their solos and 
duets. 

Jack and Loretta Clemens came thru 
with ease and dispatch in their parts, 
both dramatic and singing. Their pat- 
ter style vocalizing is already an estab- 
lished radio act, but this is their first 
talking job. Cast in the roles of kid 
brother to Sally Gibson (Miss Bennett) 
and his girl friend, they overcame poorer 
lines and made them sound partly be- 
lievable as well as adding to the youth 
and pep of the show. In introducing 
the first song number, I’m Absent 
Minded, they delivered handily. 

Dramatic casting with one exception 
is likewise worthy, the exception being 
John McGovern as Jack Hamilton (sung 
by Thibault). McGovern’s voice doesn’t 
fit into the pattern. Adele Ronson is 
a youthful Sally; Jack Roseleigh and 
Ann Elstner okeh as Pop and Mom Gib- 
son: Story is the love affair between 
Jack and Sally, and the order from Pop 
Gibson to Hamilten to “never darken 
these doors again.” His reason, un- 
known to the rest of the family or the 
audience, is the mystery angle for 
serialization interest. Ernest Whitman, 
the colored performer, is Awful, nee 
Theophilus, the colored servant long 
with the familv. Character is, as is ex- 
pected, more or less stock. 

Three commercials were models. No 
extravagant claims and no long-winded 
raves. The ad spiels will undoubtedly 
aid in piling up the sales and good will 
the Gibson Family will capture. J. F. 


Queena Mario

One of the country’s leading oper- 
atic sopranos and Graham MacNamee.

Merchandising Program 


(No. 15) 

WHEREAS, the National Association of 
Broadcasters recognizes that merchandising of 
radio programs and assistance in merchandising 
of the products of advertisers stimulate the 
use of broadcasting as an advertising medium 
and enhance the value of the medium, be it 
therefore, 

RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby urges the fullest possible 
co-operation in merchandising that is consistent 
with good business practices: but since the 
merchandising requirements of advertisers are 
wholly lacking in uniformity the Association 
recommends, in fairness to all advertisers, that 
the co-operation of the stations be limited to 
such activities as do not entail direct expense, 
and that where any direct expense is involved 
such costs be borne by the advertiser. 


Support ASCAP Suit 


(No. 17) 


RESOLVED: That the officers and directors 
of the National Association of Broadcasters be 
instructed to support the suit of the United 
States Government against the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
the Music Publishers Protective Association 
and their affiliated defendants, to the end 
that royalties for the public performance of 
music may be determined by free and open 
competition among copyright owners. 


Congress and Copyright 
(No. 18) 


RESOLVED: That the National Association of 
Broadcasters hereby petitions Congress to 
amend the existing copyright law by omitting 
the language which fixes the minimum in- 
nocent infringement penalty. for the public 
performance of musical compositions at $250 
and attorney's fees, leaving the court free, in 
each instance, to fix such penalty as in its 
discretion the court shall deem proper.

Code Authority 
Baldwin Raps 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 22.—Open meet- 
ing of the Code Authority of the Radio 
Broadcasting Industry was held at the 
Netherland Plaza Hotel on Thursday, 
with approximately 100 radio men pres- 
ent, most of them being National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters members who 
remained over trom the NAB conven- 
tion. John Shepard ITI, chairman of the 
Code Authority, presided, and several 
additional members were on hand, in- 
cluding James W. Baldwin, executive of- 
ficer. 


Altho a quorum of CA members was 
present, it was understood that one of 
the seven sittine was not a voting mem- 
ber and therefore all that was planned 
to do by the CA was hear resolutions 
and suggestions which are to be taken 
up at the meeting scheduled for Octo- 
ber 21 in Washington. 


At any rate there were fireworks hand- 
ed out, including some by “the man who 
talks shorthand.” Stanley Hubbard, of 
KSTP, St. Paul. Isaac D. Levy also aired 
his views as well as many others being 
heard. It developed that not a few 
suggestions that met with the needs of 
one broadcaster did not fit into the 
picture of another. In most cases Mr. 
Baldwin cleared up points in dispute 
or not exactly understood. 

Among the items discussed and reso- 
lutions offered were Article IV of the 
Code pertaining to wages; Article VII-— 
Trade Practices anent rates, discounts

and commissions. Some present were 
in favor of not paying any outside 
agencies any commission and others 
were in favor of but one 15 per cent to 
en accredited agency or representative. 
One broadcaster wanted cach station to 
send in rate cards to competitors upon 
request 15 days in advance, but feared 
that the rate card might be changed by 
the time it arrived or changed without 
subsequent notice. Baldwin advised him 
that he could have a standing order in 
with his competitor and consequently 
he would always be advised on changes. 


Considerable time was used in argu- 
ment over reference made in Article VII 
(Trade Practices), under Comment 3 
and 4, applying to Retail Rates and 
General Rates. This provision requires 
each broadcaster and network to furnish 
upon written request a rate card, this 
card to be published with full informa- 
tion thereon concerning discounts, re- 
bates, refunds, commissions, etc. The 
style of printing is to conform with 
Standard Rate Card of American Asso- 
ciation of Advertising Agencies. Gen- 
eral (National) and Retat! (Local) rates 
are to be specified, each rate card to 
specify to whom the various rates apply. 


One broadcaster who also is a news- 
paper owner told those present that it 
took the newspapers 40 years to get 
straightened out on the matter of local 
and national advertisers and rates to be 
applied. Therefore he did not expect 
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that radio would be in a position to 
straighten it out overnight either. He 
said that if a local baker had distribu- 
tion of his prodtct in many local stores 
but owned no store of his own he was 
apt to be charged national rates for ade 
vertising, whereas a national firm which 
took a store and advertised locallyecould 
get away with the retail (local) rates. 
Arguments were heard for and against 
the correct status of the situation. 


Baldwin stated that the rate card 
situation of radio stations was the worst 
mess in any industry and he would like 
to see one rate card only issued by a 
broadcaster with all information there- 
on. Eventually he believed it woulda 
come about. However, the code as it 
now stands states that where more than 
one rate card is issued reference should 
be made on each to the other. 


One resolution offered was that no 
newspaper owning a radio station should 
be allowed to give space to any one 
radio station vithout providing similar 
facilities to all cther stations, unless all 
of it is paid advertising. 


Another resolution offered was that 
no remote pickup. such as a night club 
be done without full charge for the 
costs. 


Small broadcaster from territory not 
represented on the code be elected to 
the body was a suggestion favorably re- 
ceived and is to be acted upon. 

Regarding the resolution offered on 
owners of stations who also own news- 
papers and their radio columns being 
made open to all programs or none. 
Chairman Shepard advised that it be 
referred to the Newspaper Code. 

Use of advertisement around a sus- 
taining feature not paid for by a spon- 
sor is still a possibility, said Executive 
Officer Baldwin, as long as the intention 
is not to induce the listener to believe 
the music is actually sponsored, but 
that the spot announcements injected 
are a thing apart. Baldwin also stated 
that he wanted all rate cards submitted 
to the CA now and that the summer 
rate card stuff is not important now 
that the summer is over. He did want 
the one effective from now on and 
frankly said again that the rate card 
structure of the broadcasting industry 
was abominable and in need of a stand- 
ard setup. 

Various othor matters came up until 
the broadcasters ran out of arguments 
before the open hearing was adjourned.

To tour 300 camps, plus 
institutions — more play- 
ing time coming

NEW YORK, Sept. 22. — The first 
locally produced vaude unit to play the 
government relief circuit will open Oc- 
tober 8 here. As quickly as the units 
can be assembled they will be used to 
intersperse the dramas and comedies now 
playing the circuit. About 300 CCC 
camps in New York, New Jersey, Connect- 
icut and Massachusetts are expected to 
take the shows. The government has 
also okehed the shows for New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Maine, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia and Maryland. Details 
are now being worked out with the vari- 
ous camps in these areas. 

The shows are now touring 12 minia- 
ture circuits of camps and institutions. 
The central office here, under Earle 
Boothe, is working in with the Boston 
Emergency Relief Administration, which 
is also sending out vaude and orchestra 
units. When the camp circuit extends 
west far enough it will co-operate with 
the Chicago activities. Theatrical units 
are also being sent out of San Francisco. 
It may not be long before units will be 
touring from Coast to Coast. 

The project will be further aided, it is 
hoped, by the organization of dramatic 
classes in the camps. The CWA plays 
have aroused such an interest in acting 
that the camps are asking Boothe to help 
them stimulate this interest. Checkups 
reveal that 90 per cent of the camp boys 
had never seen a legit show and most of 
them had not seen a vaude show in years. 

In addition to the camp circuit there 
is quite a bit of other playing time 
available. The hospitals, institutions and 
portable theaters use shows. For example, 
there are five weeks locally for portable 
theaters, altho these will be discontinued 
with the cold weather. 

Charles Mosconi, working under Boothe, 
is now auditioning acts eligible for relief 
at the Simon-Ackerman Clothes Re- 
hearsal Hall, 136 West 50th street. Per- 
formers can register at the department's 
offices, 111 Eighth avenue, or thru the 
accredited actor unions. Salary is $24 
a week for one show a night for four to 
five nights, with food, lodging and trans- 
portation taken care of. 

In Boston performers are being paid 
$18 a week for working three shows. Each 
show runs two and a half hours and in- 
cludes an afterpiece. As in New York, 
Boston acts get free board and trans- 
portation. Tom D. Senna is directing 
the Boston vaude units. 


Equity and AFA 


Confer on Cards 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—Equity and 
the American Federation of Actors are 
trving to straizhten out a few kinks over 
interchangeability of membership cards. 

Paul Dullzell, Equity secretary, and 
Ralph Whitehesd, APA secretary, went 
into a huddle last week over complaints 
by APA organizers that some vaude per- 
formers use their Equity membership as 
an excuse for refusing to join the APA. 
Dullzell wrote the AFA later that “no 
Equity member playing in the jurisdic- 
tion of the AFA is entitled to any privi- 
leges or protection, except what may be 
granted to them thru the courtesy of 
the APA.” Equity is recommending 
that its members join the APA if play- 
ing in the latter’s jurisdiction. 

Under the Four A's. constitution, 
membership cards of the various AFL 
actor unions are interchangeable. In 
other words, one card is good in any 
other jurisdiction, with the card-holder 
paying his dues to the organization un- 
der whose jurisdiction he is playing 
when the semi-annual dues period is up.

The practice of newspaper columnists asking “names” to make appearances as 
personal favors during the columnists’ vaude performance is an old, old story, but until 
now there has been only grumbling about the abuse. 
appear during the same week at two different Broadway touses and get “names” 
gratis for both theaters it is time to take up more effective cudgels against the racket. 

Ed Sullivan, News columnist, and Paul Yawitz, Mirror writer, are appearing for 
Loew at the Capitol and State, respectively. 
both contracts specify that they must get “guest artists” for every performance. 
result is that “names” are doubling gratis between the two houses, and the theaters 
are getting people that their flesh budgets could not ordinarily afford. 

There has been much squawking about the playing of benefits, but doing a 
benefit performance is nothing compared to doing a free show for a columnist. At 
least the average benefit show is for charity; the “‘guest-star” business is for the 
columnists’ pocketbook and the ftheater’s b. o. 
Personally appearing columnist contribute half of his salary on such engagements to 
theatrical charity, and then the racket might possibly be half justified.

Miss 
Kean, a little blonde, is on for some 
first-class acro and fast tapping. Has 
the dancing talent, but needs a smoother 
delivery. 

Bob Murphy, in next-to-closing spot, 
put on his usual smash act with Dick 
and Dorcthy. The kids are getting bet- 
ter and better, and Bob is getting fatter 
and lazier. Dorothy, more like Ginger 
Rogers than ever, is grand, while Dick is 
not far behind in singing, comedy and 
piano thumping. 

Picture this week is Cleopatra (Para- 
mount), and business was more than 
good this afternoon.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, Sept. 21) 
(First Show) 


The stage-show splurge is on this 
week. Reason is the no-draw Death on 
the Diamond pix. Flesh must cost up- 
wards of 12 grand, including the Danny 
Dare Girls. The three headliners, Jackie 
Cooper, Georgie Jessel and Ed Sullivan, 
total about 10 grand. Biz should be 
good, and at this viewing the lower floor 
was almost filled. No need, tho, for the 
many tapes all over the house. Not only 
is the house getting three “names,” but 
it is getting others gratis on the angle 
of a benefit for a columnist. All a house 
has to do is book a columnist and it is 
assured of getting “names” its budget 
could never afford. Show is plentiful, 
both in quantity and quality, running 
an hour and 29 minutes, which is a 
long stretch for a de luxe house. 

Jessel, without a doubt, romps away 
with the show, no one being so at ease on 
a stage as the gray-streaked Georgie. He 
works untiringly thru most of the show, 
luckily for Sullivan and little blond 
Jackie. Not only does Jessel pilot his 
fellow artists, but also finds time to do 
his telephone conversation with mama 
and to go senti. with Throw Another 
Log on the Fire. Has a new gag of 
clowning with an “uncle,” but the rest 
of his material is the same old stuff yet 
just as enjoyable. 

Jackie Cooper holds the stage for nine 
minutes under the capable guidance of 
Jessel. The kid is a grand little fellow— 
not so little at that, for Jessel only has 
about a head on him—and his person- 
ality is bound to catch on. Impresses 
you as being an unspoiled youngster. He 
trades chatter excellently with Jessel 
and also does short bits from three of 
his pictures. 

Sullivan is still a columnist so that’s 
that. A good-looking chap and all that, 
but stands on the stage like a victim 
before a firing squad. Still his Water 
Under the Bridge session, in which he 
does a chatter accompaniment to old- 
time movie shots,. is very delightful. 
Supposed to be doing his Dawn Patrol Re- 
vue, but the idea is not carried out as 
extensively as on other dates played. 
There are tables in the pit and on the 
stage, and three speciaity acts do their 
stuff. Gypsy Nina is a guaranteed sock, 
for she has a beautiful pair of pipes and 
employs the right numbers to show them 
to advantage. Kay Picture is another 
socker. This cute little lass is a hoofer 
par excellence. She works fast, has the 
steps, but best of all is her delivery. Bar- 
bara Blane is effective with her acro 
waltz routine early in the show. Plenty 
of grace and ability. 

The celebs brought up to the stage at 
this show by Sullivan were Leon Belasco, 


Eddie Collis, Sam Jaffe, Mae Murray and 
Harold Arlen. Latter tickled the ivories 
and sang bits from his song hits, while 
Ccllis, a London importation, warbled a 
couple of numbers. The others just 
gabbed. And all of this for nothin’. 
Band works on the stage for this show 
and it is effective. Bill Parsons does 
the leading. The 32 Danny Dare Girls 
are on for three ensemble numbers, and 
all three show precision, clever routines 
and unusually tasteful costumes.

The show this week is divided into 
two parts, separated by the newsreel, the 
second portion being a _ presentation 
that’s used as prolog to the Roxy’s 
much-blurbed Chu Chin Chow, Gau- 
mont-British spectacle film, on the 
screen. Why these so-called prologs are 
figured as adding effect to film fare is 
hard to dope out, tho the scene itself is 
excellent, probably the best on the Roxy 
stage in months.

(First Snow) 


This show is in a tough spot, coming 
in on the heels of a two-week show 
that’s plenty hard to follow. As a re- 
sult the current layout is dwarfed by 
comparison, and the business isn’t going 
to get anywhere near the 100-grand-a- 
week average of One Night of Love. Not 
the usual big attendance today. Pix is 
Miriam Hopkins in The Richest Girl in 
the World. Stage show is along the 
same routine lines of Music Hall pro- 
ductions, but it is even slower than 
ever. That's because of a fur show in 
the numbers. Idea of the show is good, 
but it is not worked up enough from 
the standpoint of elaborateness and 
talent. The show is labeled From Dark 
’Til Dawn and is split up into four ses- 
sions. 


Cocktail Hour is the opener and han- 
dled by the Rockettes in dances by Gene 
Snyder.

Code Board 
Amendments 


To put niiednebatiets of 
$7.50-a-day clause into 
code—break for amateurs 


* 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22—The Code Au- 
thority for the Motion Picture Industry 
is seeking amendments to the vaude 
section of the Code so that two inter- 
pretations can be written in. These in- 
terpretations cover the minimum wage 
requirements for performers employed 
cn a per diem basis and on the relations 
between the employers and contract la- 
tor. The amendments will undoubtedly 
be made. This persistence of the Code 
Authority that $7.50 a day be paid no 
matter how many performances a day 
will raise the dickens in many places 
and will probably raise the amateurs to 
professional standing. 

The Authority interpreted the $7.50 
rer diem part of the code as meaning 
that a performer must get that amount 
even if only one show is played, and that 
performers cannot be switched to more 
than one theater in any one day. Ama- 
teurs winning cash or prizes will be im- 
mediately subject to Code provisions 
and must be paid the $7.50 minimum 
for daily performances. 

Amateur shows, if they are to cone 
tinue, will become nothing but profes- 
sional vaude shows. Ringers are always 
in these shows at a top price of $5 and 
altogether a show like that costs a house 
$30 on the night. The $7.50 require- 
ments would bcost the budget any- 
where from $59 to $75 a night. a fair 
price these days for a regular vaude 
show. 

This move by the Code Authority to 
make the amendments might bring 
about another campaign by vaude ac- 
tor interests to attempt to amend a 
rumber of provisions now in the Code. 
Some months ago a vaude committte 
was appointed by the Code Authority to 
make a report of vaude. This was done, 
and a long report was submitted to Di- 
vision Administrator Sol A. Rosenblatt, 
but nothing ever came of it.

picks up from floodlight or sunlight and 
is unlike the usual flying spot system 
that performed only in the dark. At the 
demonstration a battery of eight high- 
powered lights illuminated the subjects, 
which were transmitted to a 12-foot 
square celluloid screen some 60 feet away. 
Heretofore a five-foot screen was the 
largest that could be used for a clear pic- 
ture. The picture is of exceptional bril- 
liancy, due to the new carbon-dioxide arc 
developed by L. P. Garner, said to be one 
of the original developers of the photo- 
electric cell. 

Besides a clearer image on the screen, 
the most important feature of the new 
machine is that it will pick up full-length 
pictures. At the exhibition this was 
demonstrated by the transmission of a 
boxing match which showed the boxers 
much the same as a motion picture would. 
U. A. Sanabria, one of the inventors, has 
always favored wire transmission of tele- 
vision, which he claims is by far the most 
Satisfactory. He has plans for commer- 
cializing his machine within the next 
four months.

A Ship Comes In, the play by Joseph 
Anthony which Richard Herndon 
brought to the Morosco Wednesday 
night, possesses an old but effective idea 
for psychological melodrama: the idea 
of a famous psychiatrist, whose work 
has straightened out thousands of mis- 
fits and perverts and failures, who is 
unable to get rid of a muffling and 
horrible neurosis of his own. 


The psychiatrist in question is Dr. 
Victor Bard, of Vienna, who once was 
Europe’s foremost rakehell, but who 
suffered a severe shock (as. well he 
might) when an irate husband caught 
him one night and almost choked him 
to death. Thereafter he developed a 
phobia for intimate contact with wom- 
en, a phobia which, in spite of his bril- 
liant misdeeds of the past, rendered him 
psychologically sterile. And Dr. Bard 
was bothered about that, bothered so 
greatly that he tossed away the chance 
of a million-dollar endowment in order 
to proclaim his continued concupis- 
cence. 


That, tho far from new, might have 
made interesting drama if treated in the 
proper psychologico-melodramatic vein. 
But A Ship Comes In, as it stands to- 
day at the Morosco, has four major 
counts against it: its construction, its 
dialog, its production and its acting. 

For one thing, Mr. Anthony’s Ship 
took so long in coming in that it seemed 
like the travel-doomed Flying Dutch- 
man—except that it never flew. Un- 
necessary scenes and unnecessary dialog 
abounded. And, a more important fault 
of construction, the problem of Dr. 
Bard, which is the basis of the play, is 
snowed under at least 90 per cent of 
the time by the surface success-story of

how he won the endowment. For, as 
anyone can guess, he did win it at the 
end, thru the influence of a lady who 
had known him in his pre-neurosis 
days. 

As for the dialog, it is stilted and 
trite. The sets are dull, muffling and 
depressing; it would have been hard for 
a better play than A Ship Comes In to 
lift its head above them. The acting 
treats the piece as tho it were either 
a classical tragedy or a bedroom bur- 
lesque. 

Ben-Ami plays Dr. Bard, and it is re- 
ported with regret that his manner has 
become more stylized than ever. He 
separates his syllables widely and places 
@ heavy accent on the first in each 
word, thus creating an individual—if 
not precisely effective—manner of de- 
livery. 

In the support, Calvin Thomas, as 
the stock millionaire character who 
donates the endewment, stood out, 
closely followed by Nana Bryant, as the 
lady of the past. Ann Lubowe was called 
upon to do a homicidal Ophelia in one 
scene, but that, of course, was not her 
fault. Manart Kippen, as Bard's assist- 
ant, presented an odd mixture of ex- 
cellent underplaying and _  oversenti- 
mentalized meller. Virginia Stevens, as 
the millionaire’s nymphomaniac niece, 
acted as tho she were in a music-hall 
revival of Under the Gaslight. 

But the chief fault. of course, was 
the fact that A Ship Comes In veiled its 
always interesting main theme behind a 
cheap secondary plot—and behind a 
thick bastion of useless and often dull 
words.

Errant Lady, a title reminiscent of 
Noel Coward’s youth, is a play that 
eccupies the Fulton Theater at the 
moment. The type of drama it repre- 
sents, supposed te have been dead and 
buried all these years, has come to life 
under the pen of Nat N. Dorfman. One 
has no doubt that the author has read 
and liked Oscar Wilde, Henry Arthur 
Jones and Sir Arthur Wing Pinero. But 
to like these men is one thing; to try 
to imitate them. particularly at this 
time, is a different story. The result is 
a hodgepodge plot, with the dialog 
sounding like all the stock questions 
and answers reversed. 

Clara Jessup, played by Leona Powers, 
is the mother of a young lady named 
Sylvia, who is tired of her husband. 
Altho Mr. Jessup is an extremely suc- 
cessful lawyer, his wife is the head man 
in their household. Thus it is only 
natural that Sylvia should follow in her 
mother’s footsteps. But the second 
generation has found this dominating 
position boring and falls madly in love 
with a Russian nobleman. The suave 
foreigner has persuaded Sylvia to di- 
vorce her husband and marry him, thus 
adding the Jesstp wealth to his other- 
wise well-filled repertoire of a desirable 
man-about-town. Frank, the young 
husband, looking like a veteran of many 
seasons of college football, is true to 
type. He becomes drunk on three 
Scotch-and-sodas. gets into a farcical 
drunken brawl with the Russian and 
succeeds in having his mother-in-law 
slapped down. But this is only the 
first act. Later on Mr. Jessup and his 
son-in-law decide to and do become 
masters in their respective homes. But 
not until Mrs. Jessup has her moment 
of martyrdom end runs off with the 
Russian in order to save daughter from 
a fate worse than death. Of course, you 
cculd never guess that Mrs. Jessup, by 
sheer strength, manages to hold off. 
the Russian all night and return to her 


home the next morning untouched by 
foreign hands. Father and son-in-law 
proceed to go on their much-talked- 
about wild duck hunt, while Mrs. Jessup 
is left holding the bag to repent and 
be consoled by Sylvia, who didn’t want 
a divorce at all. 

Miss Powers plays old-fashioned ges- 
tures: the well-pointed toe, the petulant 
and constantly gesticulating hands, 
everything planned to make her run 
like a well-oiled machine. Perhaps it 
was just the part. Perhaps it was the 
guileless audience that urged her on. 

Priestly Morrison's direction was noth- 
ing more than adequate. As for the 
author, he should know better.

Dinehart, let us repeat, gives a pretty 


consistenly fine performance. Miss 
Christie, in her first big role since

warmth and makes a difficult character 
take definite shape. Harry Gribbon, the 
film comedian, dces all right in a minor 
role. Kay Strozzi does not quite make 
her lines live as they should. Evelyn 
Varden and Mozelle Brittonne, as hard- 
boiled cynical viewers of love and life, 
handle the comedy relief excellently. 
Both have poor gags and dirty lines to 
speak but make the best of them.

On a par with the non-existent king- 
dom and triangle theme as harped-on 
dramatic fare is the dual-role tale. 
Sometimes the last named cari be made 
into interesting play material, altho at 
best it is next to impossible to do it 
without an annoying sense of unreality 
pervading the production. Al Woods’ 
The Red Cat comes moderately close 
to so doing, but not close enough to 
get his show on the boards for any 
length of time. Cut rates and a mild 
amount of audience amusement may 
help it stick around, since it has enongh 
laughs and double entendre lines anc 
situations to please a none too particu- 
lar crowd. 

The play’s chances would probably 
have been improved enormously had I> 
minutes or more been cut. Set af too 
slow a pace, the plot and lines are too 
weak to support it and there are times 
when slumber approaches. An excellent 
cast helps matters considerably. Francis 
Lister, in the difficult-to-make-rinz- 
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true parts of Eugene Charlier and the 
Baron Cassini; Ruth Weston, as the 
Baroness, and Porter Hall, excellent as 
always, playing John Charteris, con- 
tribute considerably to the life of the 
play. They and one or two funny spots 
—based, of course, on the double mean- 
ing of the lines. 


Dual-role comedies, in addition to 
their basic theme, usually have similar 
entanglements, involving either/or, 1: 


a wife; 2: an approaching business 
disaster. The Red Cat has _ both. 
Charlier, a cabaret performer, has 
created a furor of excitement (it hap- 


pens in plays) by his imitation of Baron 
Cassini. The latter, involved in some 
speculation scheme, leaves Paris with- 
out notice on the day of a reception to 
the President of France, and the actor 
is called in to pinch-hit fcr him. Cassini, 
who left to attempt to float a loan in 
London, returns that night just after 
the performer has returned to his 
cabaret. Entanglements then involve 
the Baron and the Baroness as to the 
latter's fidelity or infidelity, since she 
has not been told of the Baron’s return. 
However, she knows that he has come 
back thru the absence of a scratch on 
his hand which Charlier received from 
his tempestuous. girl friend Mimt 
(Tamara Geva). The last act is devoted 
to the Baron’s attempts to gain the 
upper hand for himself and reclaim, as 
he says. his pride. This necessarily has 
a false ring, since the Baron has been 
noted for his rapid feminine turnover. 
The natural windup, of course, with the 
couple regaining happiness, is furnished. 

Lister gives an interesting and adroit 
performance or, rather, performances. 
There are times when the unreality of 
his accent as the Baron (almost all stage 
accents are unreal) fades. Ruth Weston, 
continuing her climb to a top position 
as a leading player, is charming and 
thoroly capable thruout. Again Porter 
Hall comes thru with a swell job, in a

characterization. Miss Geva, making 
her second dramatic appearance, is cast 
in the role of a jealous shrew and 
shrieks her way thru it rather annoying- 
ly. Barnett Parker delivers the most 
aggravating silly-ass Englishman, as the 
cabaret owner, seen around here in a 
long time. He conforms to all the ideas 
about stage s.-a. Englishmen. As the 
Baroness’ would-be lover, Rex O’Malley 
gives his customary first-rate perform- 
ance. 


The direction was faulty only in that 
too little pruning was done. Darryl 
Zanuck, the film producer, owns the 
play, but whether it will reach the 
screen soon is doubtful because of the 
sex angle.

The rigors of the tourist trade are 
dealt with at some length but with little 
interest in Strangers at Home, a play 
written by Charles Divine and presented 
at the Longacre last Friday at M. S. and 
G. S. Schlesinger. of west-of-the-Hudson 
fame. It offers a novel angle for the 
stage (and it’s possible that the picture 
people will think so, too), but outside 
of that—and Walter Hart’s superlative 
direction—there’s not much to recom- 
mend. 


The Crosbys are a happy family up 
in Kingston until Mama and Aunt 
Phoebe decide to hang out a “Tourists 
Accommodated” sign. There’s no par- 
ticular financial reason for displaying 
the shingle, but the influx of new 
people lends interest to the two old 
ladies’ boring lives, and the added cash 
enables them to fill their home with all 
manner of mail-order atrocities. 


Mr. Divine presupposing plenty of 
tourists up in Kingston, the home life 
of the Crosbys becomes a monstrosity 
which even the young lady in the 
Casino de Paree’s fish bowl could hardly 
envy. Kay, the elder daughter, a lass 
given to choosing her lovers by the 
books they read (a pleasant predilec- 
tion), loses her aristocratic swain. Jean, 
the younger daughter, decides suddenly 
to barge off to New York, thereby 
demonstrating that little gals can be 
dramatically ruined in Manhattan as 
well as in the backwoods of the South. 
Russ, the son, goes off and joins the 
navy. Long-suffering Pa sleeps on the 
dining-room couch and finally goes into 
@ nervous breakdown. 


The threads of the plot are slight, 
with momentary and spurious interest 
added when Jean returns home and at- 
tempts suicide in the bathroom, much 
to the annoyance of the waiting tourists. 
She is, however, saved and shipped off 
to Albany, which would seem to be safer 
for little gals than New York. In the 
end Kay, discovering that a constant 
tourist-visitor reads goods books, mar- 
ries him and takes broken-down Pa 
along on the honeymoon. The two old 
ladies are left alone, and the final cur- 
tain has them eagerly figuring out the 
number of extra rooms that this latest 
exodus will leave them. 


Things happen suddenly (evidently in 
the author’s commendable effort to get 
cn with the play) and dialog is trite 
and unconvincing The whole thing, in 
fact, is pretty routine stuff. 


The playing is better than the play, 
with Eleanor Hicks, Marie Bruce and 
Maud Durand giving sharp and acid, 
knowing and effective interpretations of 
Mama, Aunt Phoebe and a _ bustling 
neighbor. Clyde Franklin, as Pa, is 
quietly excellent, making the stock part 
stand out as something real and appeal- 
ing. Joan Wheeler, as Jean, gurgles her 
lines thru a set smile, bursting out 
into gusts of words when called upon to 
be emotional. Rebert Henderson is pre- 
cious and William Post Jr. pleasant as 
the first and second, respectively, of 
*Kay’s literary lovers. 


Kay herself is played by Katherine 
Emery, who is certainly lovely and 
whose hard, brittle manner should get 
her ahead handily. It’s the sort of thing 
that’s greatly reJished in these parts— 
tho not particularly in this precinct. 


Strangers at Home is just another 
play; no more, no less. And the chief 
reason that it’s no less is Mr. Hart's 
superlative direction, which obtains real 
and fine occasional effects even with the 
shoddy material. EUGENE BURR.

First Episode, a play by Terence Rat- 
tigan and Philip Heimann, which the 
Messrs. Shubert imported from England 
and opened at the Ritz Theater Monday 
night, starts off as a trite comedy and 
ends as a filthy farce. The comedy 
portions are obvious, hackneyed and 
false; the farce portions seem to demon- 
strate that the English stage is just 
now passing thru the American period 
of Getting Gertie’s Garter and Up in 
Mabel’s Room. Why the Messrs. Shubert 
bothered with importation is a question. 
Surely there are plenty of American 
plays lying forgotten in attics and out- 
houses that are just as obviously and 
tritely written and just as pruriently 
pornographic. 


It is a recital of sleazy minds and 
emotions, made sleazier by the authors’ 
attempt to substitute the cheaply sen- 
sational for both the dramatic and the 
comic. At Oxford young Tony (Wode- 
house this time instead of Woodley) 
falls in love with an aging actress, much 
against his best friend’s advice. After 
possessing her he falls out of love again, 
but she still desires him and accuses 
the friend of degeneracy in her frantic 
effort to hold on. And then, in revenge, 
she reports the friend to the Oxford 
prectors, as he is enjoying the illicit 
delights of a little joy girl in the village 
inn. He is sent down, of course, but 
nobly forgives and understands her in 
the end. 


There is also included in the inn 
scene one of the most sensational—and 
unnecessary—strip numbers known to 
the dramatic (sometimes coyly called 
the legitimate) stage. 


Patrick Waddington, in the role of the 
noble friend, proved an importation 
hardly more fortunate than the play, 
accenting the more obvious points and 
occasionally increasing the indigo at- 
mosphere by his playing. Two other 
impottations, Max Adrian and Staats 
Cotsworth, gave obvious, routine per- 
formances in obvious, minor roles. John 
Halloran was overwrought but hand- 
some as Tony, and Leona Maricle 
brought sincerity to the aging actress— 
tho Miss Maricle. being as lovely as she 
is, failed to show convincingly the years 
required of her. Gerry Worthing did an 
amusing (and unboundedly decorative 
if not very English job of the little 
joy girl, in addition to being the central 
figure in the inn scene above mentioned. 
Hollywood scouts, please note. 


Haddon Mason’s direction was on 2 
par with the play. Milton Shubert 
supervised. The idea of film supervisors 
seems to be invading the stage—and 
with about the same effect. 


After the second night the play’s 
title was changed to College Sinners in 
an effort to draw, thru cut rates, those 
enlightened playgoers who might other- 
wise wander into the cinema sinks. The 
change is fitting; the new title is as 
trite and obvious, as cheap and sleazy 
as the play. EUGENE BURR.

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EXHIBS HOLD OFF BUYING 


Paramount Earnings 
Show Big Increase 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—-According to 
figures presented this week at the hear- 
ing before Special Master John Joyce, 
Paramount showed a net profit of $3,- 
883,865 for the first half of 1934. 


The earnings were disclosed in answer 
to inquiries by creditors in connection 
with the hearing on a petition for al- 
lowances, and special fees and expenses 
aggregating $700,000 submitted by Para- 
mount trustees, their counsel and spe- 
cial accountants for services rendered 
between April, 1933, and June, 1934. 


The petition of the trustees, Charles 
Hilles, Eugene Leake and Charles Rich- 
ardson, for $100,000 each, and Root, 
Clark, Buckner and Ballantine, counsel 
for the trustees, for $350,000, constitute 
the bulk of expenses. 


Joyce will hold further hearings on 
the case. 


Kuykendall Pleads for 
Funds To Fight ASCAP 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22—-Ed Kuyken- 
dall, president of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America, is afraid 
that the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers wlil make a 
demand for a percentage of grosses from 
picture houses should they be success- 
ful in the effort to tilt the music tax. 


Kuykendall has issued a call to all 
theater owners to contribute to the fund 
to fight the proposed increased tax, 
which is in many instances more than 
a hundred per cent over the old tax. 

ASCAP is determined to make a finish 
fight of its tax proposal, and it looks 
like a long battle. The government has 
entered suit against the organization 
charging monopoly, but ASCAP says it 
can’t be proved. In the meantime eX- 
hibitors are afraid of the new tax. 


Exhibs Hope for Quick 


Settlement of Zoning 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Exhibitors 
here claim that unless the zoning and 
clearance situation is cleared up soon 
there is going to be a great deal of 
trouble. It is claimed that every sec- 
tion of the country has different zoning 
rules and distributors must therefore 
set new prices and protection in each 
district. 


From all parts of the country come 
reports of dissatisfaction over zoning 
setups, but the Code Authority is doing 
all it can to bring about a set of rules 
that will cover the country. 

Each district has its own problems in 
zoning and clearing, and exhibs are at 
loss to see how the Code Authority can 
make any national rulings stick.

DOVER, Del., Sept. 22.—Fox Place Cor- 
poration and Control Corporation of 
America filed certificates of incorporation 
with the Delaware Secretary of State. 


Fox Place Corporation filed to conduct 
theaters, etc., with a capital of $1,000.

Control Corporation of America filed to 
operate theaters and engage in realty 
operations of any character, with a capital 
of 500 shares, no par value. The incor- 
porators are Dorothy H. Carey, Bessie 
Crosson and Eva M. Kelley, of Wilming- 
ton.

The 
picture could probably have run another 
week at the big house and turned in a 
good take, for there were lines at every 
performance for the two-week run. 


Milwaukee Board To 
Kill Jitney Pictures 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 22. — Seeking 
to enforce Article 5, Division E. Part 3, 
Section 3, of the film code, the local 
Grievance Board has signed an order 
giving Albert Nichols, operator of the 
Ace, local neighborhood house, until 
October 2 to discontinue admitting 
children for 5 cents. A cease and desist 
order against the theater was filed by 
the board August 27 following a hearing 
upon a complaint brought by Atanasoff 
Bros., operators of the World Theater 
in the same zone. 

Nichols maintains he is charging 5 
cents for children in order to meet a 
similar price charged by other houses 
in the same zone.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 22.—Suc- 
cess of the “Okay Kiddie Shows,” in- 
augurated here at the Regent by Walter 
J. Norris, house manager, has led to the 
adoption of similar shows in several 
Michigan cities by Butterfield houses. 
The State Theater, Kalamazoo, and the 
Strand, Lansing, started kiddie program 
September 15.

Molson takes over his 
new duties immediately. 


Denver Issues Challenge to 
Code Authority on Giveaways 


DENVER, Sept. 22.—The battle over 
giveaways in Denver theaters entered 
two phases this week. There has been 
an ordinance introduced in the city 
council to repeal the section prohibit- 
ing them, and Harry Huffman threatens, 
in his appeal brief filed with the Code 
Authority, to attempt to hold anyone 
liable for damages who interferes il- 
legally with his business. 

Huffman claims the Constitution does 
not give to Congress, nor the President, 
the right to interfere with business 
conducted wholly within a State. Huff- 
man’s brief indicates he intends to ap- 
peal to the courts to test the constitu- 
tionality of the code if his appeal is de- 
nied by the Code Authority. 


Theater giveaways have been the order 
in Denver for years. Recently the dai- 
lies began a crusade on gambling and 
the police shut down on theater and 
other giveaways. An amendment to the 
city ordinances that will permit theater 
giveaways by not prohibiting them has 
been introduced in the city council and 
passed ¢n the first reading. It is ex- 
pected a battle will be put up when the 


amendment comes up for second and 
third reading. 

In Huffman’s appeal to the Code Au- 
thority, he says, in part: 

“It is well settled law that if any 
official or functionary. from the highest 
to the lowest, wrongfully interferes or 
intermeddles with the contracts or other 
property rights of another, where he 
has no valid right to interfere under 
the law, he and the interests he repre- 
sents and all others who co-operate with 
him, from the highest to the lowest, are 
personally and,financially liable, jointly 
and severally, for all damages caused by 
his unauthorized interference. He can- 
not cloak himself or his superiors, or 
avoid liability, under the shield of some 
void or supposed superior authority 
which does not, under the Constitution, 
have a valid right to act. + + oa 
test of the validity is whether the act 
and regulations in question are author- 
ized by the supreme law of the land, 
which is the Constitution, and if thev 
are not so authorized, they are void and 
protect no one who has exceeded his 
authority under the valid law of the 
land.”

In New York the indies are organized 
against buying and are causing many 
headaches. There is no indication that 
distributors will soften, so it looks like a 
long drawn-out battle. 


Studio Ban on Gibson 
Papers Burns Writers 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 22——Movie fan 
writers here are burned at the studios 
for banning representatives of the Stan- 
ley Gibson group of publications. The 
Gibson writers will not be rermitted 
to visit the studios, receive stills or 
have interviews arranged by the pub- 
licity men. 


The writers claim that the Gibson 
magazines are now in a position to go 
hog wild if they care to and take away 
all the circulation from the hamstrung 
sheets that have agreed to soft-pedal 
gossip. 

The banned sheets will have no trou- 
ble getting stills, for it is a foregone 
conclusion that other writers will fur- 
Nish them, and there is no necessity to 
visit studios to gather news, for there is 
never a good yarn comes from the press 
departments. 


Chi Paradise Reopening 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—The Paradise 
Theater, Balaban & Katz Class A 
west side house, which has been closed 
since June, 1932, will reopen September 
29. The house, which seats 3,650 and 
cost $1,500,000, was opened on Septem- 
ber 15, 1928. Built to represent an out- 
door theater, with floating clouds, 
twinkling stars, fountains and hundreds 
of singing birds, it was considered one 
of the finest theaters in the country at 
that time. 


Policy of the house will be high-grade 
feature pictures at popular prices and 
stage shows on Saturdays and Sundays. 
Two reasons were given for reopening 
the house. One the upturn in business, 
the other the need of more outlets for 
surplus pictures. 


Memphis Shifts

Southern zone manager, Howard Waugh, 
shifted his theater managers around this 
week following the addition of Hal How- 
ard, formerly assistant at Loew’s State 
here, to his staff. Howard replaces Al- 
len Smith as Warner Bleich manager 
at Owensboro, Ky., Smith succeeding 
Paul Wykoff at the Warner house in 
Princeton. Wykoff accepted a manger- 
ship in Evansville Arthur Grooms, 
chief usher at the Palace, succeeds

General Picture Exodus From 


Hollywood Considered Unlikely 


Sinclair must have backing of State Legislature to accom- 
plish his radical aims—moving all studio activity to New 
York impossible, owing to lack of studios 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., Sept. 22. — The growing strength of Upton Sinclair, 
Democratic nominee for governor of this State, is causing considerable worry among 
the movie magnates here. Sinclair has promised to sock a tax of 30 per cent on 
incomes of $50,000 and the tax to graduate upward at an alarming rate from that 
point. Since $50,000 is mere taxi fare to many of the big boys they have cause for 
alarm. Sinclair also would tax all residences which cost more than $3,500¢ Most of 
the movie colony have spent more than that on grass seed and they feel that the 


proposed tax would be just too bad. There 
is considerable loose talk here of a whole- 
sale exodus from this fair city. Some 
producers are quoted as saying that 
should Sinclair win the election most of 
the studios here would pack up and move 
east. It is pointed out that stars draw- 
ing more than $50,000 annually would 
rather find a spot in New York than take 
the cut here. 

The natives here forget that Sinclair 
would be powerless to put thru his 
radical ideas without the full support of 
the State Legislature and at the moment 
it doesn’t look as tho he could muster a 
majority to back him in his ultra-pro- 
gressive ideas. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Picture people 
here are not excited about the talk from 
Hollywood regarding the moving of all 
production to this city. In the first place 
it is pointed out that the studios in New 
York do not have facilities for turning 
out more than 50 features a year, whereas 
Hollywood grinds out approximately 500 
annually. 

The old Fort Lee plants are so obsolete 
as to make them useless. None are prop- 
erly equipped for sound and every one is 
in a sad state of disrepair. It would 
necessitate complete new plants and 
these run into heavy money. 

There is more activity here in picture 
work than in the last few years, but it is 
regarded as impossible for the Hollywood 
producers to jump east and immediately 
start work. 

It is pointed out here that should 
Sinclair win in California he would not 
be in office long enough to make the 
change profitable. The solution to the 
problem as seen from here is for the pro- 
ducers to use all their influence to defeat 
the candidate in the November election 
and should they fail in this to take it and 
like it during the tenure of office of 
Sinclair. 


B&K To Build in Joliet 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Balaban & Katz 
have purchased a lot at the corner of 
Scott and Cass streets in downtown 
Joliet at a reported price of $100,000 
and will build a theater on the site. 
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Fox Sews Up First 
Runs in Milwaukee 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 22.—With the 
acquisition of the Palace Theater here, 
Fox controls the first-run situation, op- 
erating in addition the Wisconsin, Al- 
hambra and Garden theaters, and leaving 
only the Warner and Strand, Warner 
Bros.’ houses, and E. J. Weisfeldt’s River- 
side not under its banner. The Palace 
is slated to reopen soon, while no word as 
to the reopening of Warner’s Strand has 
been announced. 


Other houses recently acquired by the 
Milwaukee Theaters, Inc., and the Wis- 
consin Amusement Enterprises, Inc., both 
Fox subsidiaries, include the Downer and 
Shorewood, Milwaukee neighborhood 
houses; the Menasha, at Menasha, and 
the Embassy, at Neenah, by the former, 
and the Tower, Oriental, Allis, in Mil- 
waukee and West Allis; the Grand and 
Rex in Oshkosh; the Lloyd in Menominee, 
Mich., and the Strand and Fox in Mari- 
nette, by the latter. The Menominee and 
Marinette theaters are being operated in 
a partnership arrangement between Wis- 
consin Amusements and M. D. Thomas, of 
Iron Mountain, Mich. 


Writers Causing Many 
Headaches in Studios 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 22.—Studio of- 
ficials here are getting tired of having 
news men assigned to studios sending out 
phony reports on happenings at the 
plant. The producers claim the news 
men color the events too much and use 
little discretion. 


A story concerning a battle between 
Loretta Young and Astrid Allwyn was 
given national publicity. The news 
hounds claimed the fight was on the up 
and up, while the studios say the battle 
was called for in the script. 


At another time the reporters wrote a 
yarn about Gloria Swanson busting John 
Boles with a parasol, and the studios 
claimed it was merely good acting and 
was being photographed. e 

Hollywood writers have been giving the 
studios a lot of headaches lately and 
there is a tendency to clamp down in the 
future. Any writer offending the studios 
will have his credentials recalled.

Wax Dillinger Out 


SEATTLE, Sept. 22. — Seattle’s new 
censor board is on the job early and late. 
In an attempt to put on “Bring 'Em Back 
Dead” at the Embassy Theater, Manager 
Joe Danz was ordered to remove from his 
lobby a wax image of Dillinger’s bullet- 
riddied body in natural colors. Street 
dodgers luridly advertising sequences not 
found in the film were also ordered 
destroyed. 


Nebraska Drought Area 
Shows Big Biz Increase 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 22.—The movie 
business is on the upswing over the en- 
tire State of Nebraska, it is reported. 


C. E. Williams, reporting for the Ne- 
braska and Western Iowa Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners’ Association, which 
he heads, announced a great number of 
the association’s theaters had found 
business from 40 to 50 per cent better. 
This is in the small towns in the heart 
of the drought area, too. 


Evert Cumings, head of the Tri-State 
Theaters, an A. H. Blank enterprise, 
which operates about 12 spots in Ne- 
braska, said grosses were easily up 15 
per cent over the last four years. 


Lincoln theaters are playing to almost 
4C per cent more people, it is under- 
stood, but the gross remains about even 
because of the extreme cheapness of 
admissions here. Ten-cent houses keep 
the showing down, but it’s understood 
a boost in tariff is expected shortly. 


SMPE Membership 
Highest in History 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Membership in 
the Society of Motion Picture Engineers 
has reached an all-time high, with a total 
of 850 members, according to announce- 
ment made by O. M. Glunt, financial 
vice-president of the society. The large 
increase in membership during the past 
year, amounting to more than 300 new 
members, is due in large measure to the 
widened scope of the Society’s activities 
and toa reduction in fees. However, it is 
felt that the gain is due to some extent 
to better business conditions within the 
industry. 


Plans for the semi-annual meeting of 
the Society to be held at the Pennsyl- 
vania Hotel, October 29 to November 1, 
are about completed. 


AMPA Luncheon a Hit 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Howard Dietz, 
director of advertising and publicity for 
Metro, was guest chairman of the AMPA 
luncheon last Thursday and convinced 
all the members that he is par excel- 
lence as an emsee. 

He was introduced by President Wil- 
liam Ferguson and in the course of his 
talk he brought a laugh when he stated 
that the picture he wrote, Hollywood 
Party, was the longest short ever pro- 
duced. 

Among the entertainers at the lunch- 
eon were Charles Winninger, of Show 
Boat; Charles McManus, singer; Myron 
Damon, opera tenor, and Stuart Erwin, 
movie star. 


First Division Will Expand To 


Include the Entire United States 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—According to an 
announcement made by Harry Thomas, 
president of First Division Exchanges, 
Nicholas S. Ludington and William L. 
Fiske have bought up all the stock in the 
corporation with the exception of that 
held by Thomas. The three stockholders 
now plan an expansion of activities to 
cover the entire United States. 

Heretofore First Division has covered 
only the Eastern States, but work has al- 
ready started on establishing exchanges 
in all the key spots of the country. First 
Division is the largest indie distributor in 
the country and has been the clearing 
house in the East for most of the inde- 
pendent product. With its expansion in- 
dependent producers will be given even 
more complete coverage. 


Fiske and Ludington are not new to the 
film industry. Fiske is the son of the 


international banker and has studied the 
film business both in this country and 
abroad and has a background that fits 
him for his new job. Ludington, altho 
he has been associated with aviation, has 
studied the film business thoroly and has 
a keen grasp on the mechanics of the 
business. 

Harry Thomas will continue as head of 
the organization with both Fiske and Lud- 
ington taking an active part in the op- 
erations. 

J. A. Curtis negotiated the deal on be- 
half of Ludington and Fiske and under 
the new setup he will become . stock- 
holder in the organization. 


Lieber Files Rent 
Claim of $460,000 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Robert Leiber 
of Indianapolis, has filed suit against 
Paramount Publix for a rent claim of 
$460,000. This is the largest single rent 
claim yet filed against the company in 
its reorganizaticn proceedings under 
Section 77-B of the new bankruptcy 
laws. 

The claim alleges that Paramount 
Publix was guarantor on leases on the 
Indiana and Circle theaters, Indian- 
apolis, taken over by Skouras in 1928. 
It is alleged that they were vacated in 
1930 and are now being operated by 
the Monarch Theaters. 

A total of $282,000,000 in claims was 
filed against Paramount in early pro- 
ceedings, but was subsequently scaled 
cown to $50,600,000. 


Syracuse War Looks 
Like Finish Battle 


SYRACUSE, Sept. 22.—The war which 
has been brewing since RKO began sew- 
ing up Syracuse houses has broken forth 
and yesterday Loew's went to a double- 
feature policy for the first time in its 
history, to combat the Keith house, which 
now has the pick of Warner’s, RKO, Para- 
mount and part of Columbia. 

Keith’s countered with a heavy line 
across the top of its ads in last night's 
papers, pointing out that it is now “the 
only de luxe theater in Syracuse.” The 
Strand and Paramount, both operated by 
RKO now, are double featuring, and 
Schine’s Eckel, which has not been af- 
fected by any of the deals, last week be- 
gan double-featuring, and will probably 
continue to do so, except when it has a 
really big picture. 

Predictions are that this is only a pre- 
liminary skirmish and unless the double 
feature policy at Loew’s clicks heavily, 
which is unlikely, vaudeville will be the 
next weapon used by Loew’s, and Keith's 
will promptly follow. Showmen here look 
for two houses to be in vaudeville by 
Thanksgiving. 


Schulberg and Briskin 
To Form Own Company 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 22.—Ben Schul- 
berg and Sam Briskin are said to be pre- 
paring to organize a new independent 
producing company as soon as their 
present contracts expire. Schulberg is 
now under contract with Paramount, with 
two pictures to go, while Briskin is tied 
up with Columbia. 

It is understood the new outfit would 
put Schulberg in charge of production 
with Briskin handling executive matters. 
It is also reported that a well-known film 
salesman from a major company will be 
drafted to take care of sales. 

The financing has been arranged ac- 
cording to the dope and both men are 
ready to go ahead as soon as their con- 
tracts permit. 


French. Film Failures 


PARIS, Sept. 22.—Film failures listed 
first half of September are: Compagnie 
Europeene de Cinematographie, distribu- 
tors, capitalized at 200,000 francs ($13,- 
333): La Societe Auxiliare de Credit pour 
l’Industrie Cinematographique, producers 
and distributors, capitalized at 200,000 
francs ($13,333), and the Societe Fran- 
caise, operating the Cinema Falguiere, 
capitalized at 510,000 francs ($34,000). 


Bombers Sentenced 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 22.—Three men 
convicted several months ago of bombing 
Matty’s Theater in Wildmerding were 
sentenced from one to two years in the 
Western Penitentiary here last week. 
This is the first decisive action following 
a series of theater bombings in various 
parts of the city.

True to Form 


aes the past month the trade papers and daily press have 

played down the film cleanup. The excitement of the 
boycott was forgotten and the public was settling back to 
enjoy the new, clean product when all of a sudden none 
other than a member of the Hays staff appears in a news- 
reel and brings up the whole subject again. 


We refer to Joe Breen, chief censor for the movies. In 
practically every theater in the country Joe’s noble features 
will grace the screen and he will bring up the subject of 
taking salacious films from the theaters and with great 
gusto and gesticulation tell the movie public that the Hays 
organization will never, never tolerate the minds of this 
great commonwealth to be corrupted by dirty pictures. 


We can’t understand why Joe permitted himself to be 
used as the newsreel spokesman for the industry. With all 
due respect to Joe the camera does not do him justice. We 
caught his act in several theaters and there was no thunder- 
ous applause following his movie debut. 


It was our understanding that the producers were try- 
ing to keep the attention of the public away from the whole 
censorship situation and let it judge fcr itself what was 
being accomplished. If the industry wanted to call the 
attention of the public to the fact that heretofore most pic- 
tures have been lousy they could not have done better, for 
they delivered the message direct to the moviegoer in his 
own domain. 


There are many people in this country who would keep 
the boycott movement alive for selfish reasons. They can- 
not keep it breathing without publicity. The dailies and 
trade press gave all aid to Hays in drying up the publicity 
sources, but it remained for the Hays boys themselves to 
lend the most valuable publicity medium, the newsreel, to 
their opponents. 


Occasionally the Hays boys start something moving 
that looks as tho it might get somewhere, but sooner or later 
they can be depended upon to pull some dumb trick to gum 
up the works. We do not believe that Joe took a flyer in 
pictures in the hope that he might be picked up by Metro 
to play the lead with Garbo. We think he was asked to do 
the job and, true to Hays form, it was a stupid stunt. 


If it is not too late, producers should have the clip 
recalled and whoever was responsible should be forced to 
look at the picture once a day for a month and write a 
million times, ‘‘Ain’t I dumb?’’, with a leaky fountain 
pen.

Volumes 1 and 2, news clippings such as 
those taken from The Billboard and 
daily press; volume 3, pictures from 
dailies and other publications (other 
than actual photos) of emsees, con- 
testants, etc.; volume 4, advertisements 
concerning walkathons, ads for con- 
testants, as in The Billboard and daily 
newspapers, advertising local events; 
volumes 5, 6 and 7, actual photos of 
contestants as purchased from them at 
walkathons; volume 8, walkathon news- 
Papers or dope sheets such as are sold 
at various contests. 

These I am grouping together and 
some time I will present the complete 
work to some library so that there will 
be a complete record kept for the future.

Bands and New 
all the music for 


public occasions, as the thousands of 
drum and bugle corps that have sprang 
up all over the country since the World 
War were unknown and, while their 
music is inspiring for marchers, it will 
never supersede that of a good military 
band. 

The leading Sandmaster in those davs 
was Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore, whose 
frogressive ideas were away ahead of the 
times, such as his bringing the leading 
bands of Europe to participate in the 
great World’s Peace Jubilee in Boston 
in 1872. On that occasion he used 
cannons instead of bass drums with the 
massed bands and a battery of anvils 
was beaten by red-shirted firemen in 
the anvil chorus. His band of 50 pieces 
was probably the best in Boston at that 
time. Among his progressive ideas was 
the use of a gluckenspiel in his band, 
the first one ever used in this country 
and recently exploited by the U. S.

Army Band. Much to the regret of 
music lovers, he left Boston to direct 
— of the 22d Regiment of New 
ork. 


In those days the solo cornet was the 
E-flat, a much more difficult instru- 
ment to play than the present-day 
B-flat or trumpet. French horns were 
not used in brass bands, end there was 
a general lack of reed instruments. In 
the "70s probably the best military band 
in New England if not in the whole 
country was the American Band, of 
Providence, R. I., led and managed by 
D. W. Reeves, a popular bandmaster and 
a prolific writer of band music. His 
Second Connecticut Regiment March is 
often heard today. There were many 
good bands thruout the country, prob- 
ably the best in New England, but they 
were generally limited to 25 or 30 pieces 
and, of course, could not compare with 
bands like Goldman’s Band of 60 pieces 
or the United States Marine Band with 
76 men or the Army Band of 90 pieces. 

The government service bands should 
rank highest now, as they follow no 
avocation but music and are almost 
daily drilled under the baton of the 
same conductor. Their music is greatly 
appreciated by the millions of radio

13.—Our Distribution Problem 


Prepared by the Bureau of Research and Education, Advertising 
Federation of America. 


HE most common criticism of the modern American commercial system is against 
Compared with production costs, we seem to devote 
too much of our man-power and resources to the process of distributing products 
Many have wondered why our highly organized society cannot perform 
this job with the same efficiency that is applied in the production of manufactured 
goods and in their physical transportation. 

This apparent inconsistency seems less strange when we understand certain 
natural tendencies true of all material progress. 
made in two fields, mechanical processes and human relationships. 

It seems to be a law of nature that improvements come more rapidly in mechan- 
ical processes than in social relationships. This principle of nature applies even to the 


listeners and government money is 
wisely spent in their maintenance. 
Almost every city now has a first-class 
band, and many of the big corporations 
support bands for advertising purposes 
There are a few good circus bands left 
on the road, with Ringling Bros. at the 
head, but economy is fast reducing 
them in efficiency and number. To my 
mind, one of the greatest benefits to 
the rising generation is the rapidly in- 
creasing number of high-school bands 
and orchestras, for the love of music is 
both interesting and elevating.

The production and transportation of the articles of commerce are largely me- 
chanical processes and our progress in this field has been so great that we are in- 
clined to consider our nation as being industrially mature. On the other hand, the 
process of distributing the products of industry to consumers is only partly mechanical 
and involves many problems in human nature and nicely balanced social relationships, 
many of which are just beginning to be understood. 

It is no wonder that our technique of production should be better developed than 
methods of distribution. But the fact is that we have not done so badly with our 
distribution system either, for its only fault is that it has advanced somewhat less 
speedily than mechanical progress. Our distribution system is far from perfect, but it 
is the best that several thousand years of experience have been able to evolve and it is 
constantly being improved. 

In a free society, every individual has the right to order his own life and this means 
that goods can be distributed only by being sold. Every buyer must have the means 
and the desire to buy. His purchasing power originates in the production of goods 
and services and must flow back to him in wages and dividends. An equitable return 
of this purchasing power is absolutely essential. 

The desire to buy may be induced by necessity, instinct or education. The de- 
mand for anything above subsistence levels must be created thru education, and the 
most effective method for educating demands is by means of commercial advertising. 
Cne of the most useful forces for bringing about a more rapid uninterrupted dis- 
tribution of the products of industry is good advertising. It is helping us to master 
the human factor in our distribution problem. 

Advertising is the natural solvent for clogged channels of trade. 
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several years they retired and took up 
residence in California.

Porter Emerson Browne, playwright 
and author, died at the Norwalk Hos- 
pital, Norwalk, Conn., after an illness 
lasting several months. He was 55. 


He was born June 22, 1879, at 
Beverly, Mass., and remained there un- 
til the time he graduated from high 
school. After an apprenticeship on 
The Brooklyn -Standard Union, he 
joined the staff of The Boston Globe 
and from there went to The Boston 
Transcript.

Now and then we hear rumors that 
our chorus members are paying come 
missions to obtain engagements in 
musical productions as chorus people. 
There is no reason for any member of 
Chorus Equity paying a commission for 
any chorus engagement. 

The Chorus Equity maintains an em- 
ployment bureau which is free to all of 
its members. All reputable manage- 
ments come to us for people. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we have found the employer 
more than anxious to co-operate with 
us, and in many cases we have been told 
by managers that they will not employ 
any chorus person if they know that 
that chorus person is obligated to pay 
any agent a commission. 

We have no quarrel with the agents 
who find work for chorus members as 
principals: that is a specialized service. 
But no agent has the power to pick a 
chorus; that is done by the producer, 
and no agent can get any chorus person 
a preferred position in the chorus 

Chorus Equity’s employment bureau 
has received excellent co-operation from 
employers outside of the theater. Whole- 
salers, commercial photographers, de- 
partment stores, artists wanting models 
have told us that they would much 
prefer coming to us for people, as they 
know that the person employed will re« 
ceive every cent earned and will not have 
to kick back a part of the salary as a 
commission. 

Make use of the facilities of your own 
organization. You will save money and 
possibly keep yourselves out of trouble.

Animal attendants and other attaches of 
the circus surrounded the building in 
which the lion took refuge with sidewall 
and probably would have placed the “cat” 
again in a cage, but it was suffering from 
bullet wounds and circus officials ordered 
it killed.

Fox, Sol Shane and Moss Miller. 

Lake exhibited on March 5 in Au- 
gusta, Ga., where change was made in 
the band, the one of the 1868 season 
returning. Georgia proved profitable 
territory and was toured thruout March 
and April. At Atlanta on April 19 
Charles, Robert and Cass Touraine were 
added to the roster. Sam Lathrop had 
joined at Griffin. The Atlanta business 
was so great extra seats had to be put 
in. Nashville, Tenn., had the Lake Cir- 
cus on May 24 and 25. The old wagons 
were discarded at Nashville and 13 new 
ones added for the northbound tour. 
John Lowlow also took Sam Lathrop’s 
place as principal clown. Cairo, IIl., was 
played on June 22. Only July. 12 Lake 
began a week’s engagement on the Lin- 
dell street lot in St. Louis. There Miss 
Emma introduced Young Emir, a horse 
trained by herself. On July 23 at Wash- 
ington, Mo., Lake’s Circus and the Dan 
Rice Circus had day-and-date opposi-

Hagenbeck-Wallace 


Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus encountered 
the first real bad weather of the season 
in Baltimore September 14, when it 
opened a two-day stand on the lot oppo- 
site the Pimlico race track.

Musiol, CPA, Pittsburgh, visited when the 
show played his city. Dr. William Mann, 
of Washington Zoological Gardens, came 
to Baltimore to accompany the show to 
Washington, where on Monday the street 
parade moved thru the downtown sec- 
tion to the largest crowd of the season, 
the first parade in Washington since 1926.

Workingmen arrived with can- 
vas and the parade moved on. Manager 
Jess Adkins and Ear] Lindsay, armed with 
a high-powered rifle, were on the scene in 
a very few minutes and Manager Adkins 
ordered Lindsay to shoot the beast, as its 
wounds made the beast too dangerous to 
take any chances. The papers of Rich- 
mond had extras on the street before the 
parade returned to the lot. Richmond 
gave the show the biggest night house of 
the season.

by Dr. Mann, of the Zoo, at which many 
prominent in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion were present. The Washington Post, 
in one issue, contained four separate 
articles about Clyde, and tremendous 
applause greated his every appearance 
in the circus. 

The magnificent street parade was 
witnessed by thousands. On historical 
Pennsylvania avenue the long line of 
elephants did a courtesy “mount” in 
front of the District Building in honor 
of officials. The following editorial ap- 
peared in one of the local dailies: 


There are times that try the soul. 
September’s astronomic sun, the economic 
skies continue gray. Men and women, we 
are told, have either no leisure for the sim- 
pler delights, or too much personal anxiety 
to benefit therefrom. Even the children are 
cynical. “Oh Yeah” threatens to displace 
“oke.” 

And then a circus parade—an old-fashioned 
circus parade — marches down Pennsylvania 
avenue. 

Down Pennsylvania avenue it marched yes- 
terday; down the great avenue associated in 
history and memory with Lincoln’s Last Re- 
view, with World War manifestations, and 
with, oh, how many an inaugural parade— 
symbolically down the Avenue, not up it as 
all these military and civic processions tra- 
ditionally proceed. There were spangled lta- 
dies on white palfreys and gentlemen, on 
piebald chargers, in the silk and plumes of 
Stuart Cavaliers. There were tigers in cages, 
elephants at large, bands on non-political 
bandwagons gay with gilding. There was 4 
steam calliope that screamed “Carry Me Back 
to Ole Virginny.” 

Well, the Capital gladly gave itself to be 
carried. Children crowded the curb, but 
crowding around them were far more adults. 
Bureau chiefs and their most mature clerks 
lined the windows of every governmental 
office along the route. Serious business men 
and working women deserted their desks to 
do involuntary homage.

BROCKTON, Mass., Sept. 22.— Eclipsing 
last year’s attendance by many thousands,

Saturday’s attendance was the big sur- 
prise of the week grounds being packed 
from early morning until late at night. 
All concessions were well patronized and 
the midway did banner business of the 
week. Big attendance on Saturday is ac- 
counted for by the fact that threatening 
weather kept many away from the fair on 
Thursday and Friday. 

AAA auto races, under direction of Ira 
Vail, on Saturday attracted some of the 
nation’s leading drivers, headed by “Wild 
Bill” Cummings, recent Indianapolis win- 
ner; Ted Horn, Los Angeles; Ben Shaw, 
Miami, and a score of others. 


All track records were wiped out, with 
Vern Orenduff, Paterson, N. J., establishing 
a new track record in time trials. Fea- 
ture event of 10 miles was won by Ben 
Shaw, with Walt Brown, Massapequa, 
N. Y., second, and Maynard Clark, Stan- 
wood, Ia., third. Fair directors at a ban- 
quet after the races voted appreciation to 
Mr. Vail and Norman Witte, his public 
relations counsel. 


Rodeo Is Popular 


There were so many changes this year 
that an oldtimer would have had diffi- 
culty in recognizing the fairgrounds. 
Greatest of all was elimination of 
the famed Horse Show. In its stead came 
the Wild West type of horsemanship, with 
Hoot Gibson conducting a rodeo.

Pomona Opening Draws in Excess 


Of Every Previous Mark for Los 


POMONA, Calif., Sept. 22—The 13th 
annual combined Los Angeles, Riverside 
and Orange Counties Fair, September 15- 
30, opened to enormous crowds. Weather 
was ideal and gate drew about 41,000, 
greatly in excess of any previous opener. 
Sunday had 70,000, also a new high, altho 
weather was extremely hot. Monday, 
Veterans’ Day, usually light, drew more 
than 30,000, more than 10,000 over the 
corresponding day in 1933.

Frank Leiginger, racing secretary of 
Western Fairs Association, has charge of 
the racing program. There is pari-mutuel 
betting on all days except Sunday, with 


daily schedules of three harness and four 
running races, purses aggregating more 
thn $30,000. There are night horse 
shows. 


Charley Hatch is again in charge of 
free acts, which include Bob Matthews 
Troupe; Putt Mossman and Sister, trick 
cyclists; Three Lordens, high casting; 
Bruno Weiss Trio, Risley and perch; 
Kitchen Troupe, aerial bars; Capt. Mc- 
Intyre, shooting act; Gasca Family, wire, 
globe and acrobatics; Three Excellos, 
shoulder perch and balancing; Ramsdell 
Girls, Joy and Lazerone, skating act; 
Great Wilno, human cannonball; Joaquin 
Garay, vocalist, and the Harmoniacs. 
Night programs vary, with Roman chariot 
races, motorcycle races and motorcycle 
rodeo. Grand stand has been enlarged to 
seat 9,000 and has done capacity. 


Crafts’ 20 Big Shows have many added 
attractions and concessions on the mid- 
way, attractively laid out by Charley 
Curran, shows’ general agent.

More Advertising Done 


In an opening address Monday night 
before grand stand, Mr. Jencks said in 
part: “Kansas has gone thru _ crop 
failures, droughts, domestic and political 
upheavals and financial reverses, yet 
never has the Kansas spirit been downed. 
This year, one of the backwash years of 
the depression, records also the hottest 
summer on record as well as a deadly 
drought. Go out on the grounds this week 
and see for yourself if this depressive 
season has broken the spirit of Kan- 
sans. You will find that Kansas can 
take it.” 

The association attributes most of the 
success of the event to the large increase 
in its advertising budget. Mediums used 
include newspapers, magazines, outdoor 
advertising and radio.

OUTPUT SHARPLY REDUCED 

The crops are made—such as they are— 
and harvest of cotton, corn, potatoes and 
other late crops will be well under way 
this month. 

The dominating fact in this year’s farm 
operations is the smallness of the harvest. 
Wheat was only about half an average 
crop. The corn crop is the smallest in 
40 years. Oats is the smallest crop in 52 
years. Barley is the smallest crop in 34 
years, rye and buckwheat in 60 years, 
while flax is the shortest crop of which 
this bureau has record. 

The cotton crop as forecast last month 
is the second smallest in 38 years. Apples 
and late potatoes are the smallest crops 
in about a dozen years. The hay crop is 
fully a fourth under any other crop of 
the last 15 years for which comparable 
records are available. 

A good index of the drought damage 
is furnished by the condition of pastures. 
Over the country as a whole the condi- 
tion of pastures last month was reported 
as only 39 per cent of normal. This com- 
pares with a condition figure of 56 on the 
same date during the severe drought of 
1930 and averages of 62 to 70 during the 
severe drought of 1930 and averages of 62 


to 70 during the other notable drought 
seasons back to 1894. 
INCOME GOES HIGHER 

The really serious pinch is in the feed 
crops. Feed grain output this year will 
be about a third less than average per 
head of live stock to be fed. Probably 
about a like shortage exists in the supply 
of grass and fodder. If urban industry 
were to have its total supply of raw ma- 
terials and fuel cut a third within one 
year it would appreciate what the live- 
stock industries are now up against. 

The main adjustment in sight among 
the live-stock industries seems to be the 
drastic reduction in numbers of hogs. 
However, there will also be a strong ten- 
dency to cut down the number of cattle, 
both beef and dairy, and sheep numbers 
are already on the decline. Poultry flocks 
are also being reduced; about 10 per cent 
fewer chickens were hatched this year 
than last. All in all, 1934 will go down 
as a year of sharp reduction in agricul- 
tural output. 

It appears, nevertheless, that the gross 
cash income of farmers this year will be 
larger than last year. The present esti- 
mate is $1,000,000,.000 more. However, 
this increase has been partly offset by 
about a 12 per cent advance within the 
year in prices of things that farmers have 
to buy.

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Showmen Chesil: 
Up on Season 


Profit for few, disappoint- 
ment for many — fair 
helped Chicago business 


& 

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—With only a few 
weeks of the fair remaining showmen 
are checking up on results of the sea- 
son, and for most of them it has been 
mostly a disappointment. Few have 
made money. Those that have are, 
without exception, shows of genuine 
merit, attractions that gave the public 
its full money’s worth in entertainment. 


Some meritorious spots have failed to 
click for a variety of reasons. Location, 
too heavy an overhead, poor manage- 
ment have all played their part. The 
island midway suffered heavily from 
lack of the proper sort of co-operation 
from the fair management until it was 
too late to hope to retrieve losses. On 
the mainland blame could not be laid 
on location, but during the early part 
of the season the fair placed many un- 
reasonable restrictions upon the villages 
and other concessions, hampering them 
in every conceivable way. 

This continued until a strong revolt 
developed and some of the larger con- 
cessioners threatened to take their cases 
to court and charge the fair with hav- 
ing issued inequitable contracts. This 
had its effect and the fair completely 
reversed itself on many points and 
virtually threw all restrictions to the 
winds. Result was that concessioners 
in their endeavor to recoup some of 
their losses listened to unwise counsel 
and filled their places with the trashiest 
sort of attractions. They let competent 
performers go and hired mediocre talent 
that could be obtained at pitifully low 
salaries. In many instances performers 
received only part of the pay due them 
or none at all. These chiseling tactics 
have reacted unfavorably and those 
using them have failed to better their 
business. 

The wiser concessioners, who held up 
or bettered the quality of their attrac- 
tions, have steadily increased their pat- 
ronage. In this class are Black Forest, 
Hawaiian Gardens, Ripley’s, Midget City, 
Ernie Young’s San Carlo Show, Cana- 
dian Club Show, Globe Theater and a 
few others. While not all of them will 
make a large profit they at least have 
done much better than they would have 
fared had they used the cheapening 
tactics of the unwise and unbusiness- 
like ones who thought the fair-going 
public were suckers. 

The fair management, too, has been 
doing some checking up and while for 
publication they are still passing out 
the dope that they hope to pay out 
100 per cent, in private they admit 
it is more likely that noteholders will 
receive about 90 per cent. This in itself 
will be a record for world’s fairs, none 
of which has ever paid out in full or

anywhere near it. The management an- 
nounced this week that in order to pay 
out, the attendance for balance of the 
fair would have to be 115,000 a day, and 
they hoped to make that record. There 
is little likelihood, however, that at- 
tendance will average as much as 100,- 
000 a day. 

Constitution Day, Monday, September 
17, set a record for the year, 359,671 
paid admissions being registered. The 
large attendance was due to the work 
of Julius Miner, who made a deal with 
the fair and 22 concessioners and sold 
tickets good for general admission and 
the concessions for $1. Fair was 
swamped and because it was impossible 
to take care of all the people most of 
the concessions agreed to honor tickets 
until Friday midnight. 


As this was written plans were being 
considered to reopen the Spanish Vil- 
lage, with free gate and a group of 
cheap peep shows. 


Dufour & Rogers’ Hawaiian Gardens, 
all set for cool weather, has installed a 
new show, only one of the former prin- 
cipals remaining being Princess Ahi. In 
the new show are Sondre and Winters, 
dance team; Irene Faery, fast character 
dancer, formerly in Murder at the Vani- 
ties; the Paul Sisters, formerly with Paul 
Whiteman, and a peppy and good-look- 
ing chorus, The capable direction of 
Archie Scott is in evidence. Music for 
the show remains the same, Frank Syl- 
vano and Lee MacKea’s bands alternat- 
ing. 


Front of Old Mexico on the island is 
wired up, and it is understood the spot 
will not reopen. The Casino, too, ap- 
pears to be -thru for the season. 


Goodhue’s Fountain’ of Youth show, 
now known as Century Sensations, is 
one of the most artistic shows to be 
found at the fair, as well as the clean- 
est—as a matter of fact, it probably is 
too clean to meet the competition of 
most of the other shows, which is too 
bad, as a lot of time, thought and 
money have been put into it. 


There are three versions of Paul Re- 
vere’s Ride now at the fair. The his- 
torical one is at Colonial Village. The 
other two are burlesques indulged in by 
the divers at Streets of Paris and Swift 
Bridge. 


Paris, by the way, has gone blowsier 
than ever during the last couple of 
weeks. Must be pretty rank when 4 
South State street burlesquer says: 
“Don’t mention that I’m working here; 
it would ruin my burlesque reputation.” 
One of the shows that went for 15 cents 
to everybody last year is now a “men 
only” show at two bits and, of course, 
snags the goofs with specious promises 
of what is to be seen inside, where a 
brash youth makes what he thinks are 
funny wisecracks having a pornographic 
connotation. 


Captain Werner’s Side Show in Midget 
City played to more than 10,000 people 
on Monday. So also did the midget 
father, mother and daughter. And the 
restaurant in Midget City was so crowd- 
ed at 10 p.m. that no performance could 
be given. During the afternoon the fan 
dancers and six other performers had to 
wait on tables, so great was the crowd.

Site Battle Looms 
For San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—Jealous 
of their prerogatives, many of which 
have been stripped from them by the 
new city charter, the board of super- 
visors is demanding voice and vote in 
selection of a site for the 1938 bridge 
exposition. 

Accordingly, the joint finance and 
welfare committees are investigating to 
see if money from the city’s publicity 
and advertising fund set up in the 
budget under control of the chief ad- 
ministrative officer is being spent on “a 
site not approved by us as elective 
officers.”

Besides $5,500 spent on necessary pre- 
liminaries in setting up a bridge cele- 
bration organization, there are archi- 
tects’ bills for $10,000 not approved, 
Controller Leonard S. Leavy informed 
supervisors. Control of the two $8,000 
appropriations for the celebration set 
up in 1933-’34 and 1934-’35 budgets for 
publicity and advertising is in the hands 
of the chief administrative officer, Mr. 
Leavy said. If a bond issue is voted for 
the exposition, such promotion expenses 
will be charged against the bond issue, 
he declared. 

Civic League of Improvement Clubs 
and Associations, a powerful organiza- 
tion, is demanding that the exposition 
be held in San Francisco proper, within 
range of a 5-cent street car fare.

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 22.—A strong ap- 
peal to Kentucky farmers is credited 
for success of the 32d Kentucky State 
Fair, with an attendance increase of 
24,318 over last year’s event.

An increase of summer visitors 
by 2,000,000 is shown by comparison 
with 1933 figures, when 9,397,317 came 
here, and 1934, when 11,376,771 joined 
the big parade by train, auto, bus and 
plane.

MEDINA, O., Sept. 22.—Chippewa Lake 
Park, one of the major Northeastern 
Ohio amusement parks, summer play- 
ground of thousands of Clevelanders, 
went into hands of a receiver on Sep- 
tember 15. E. F. Masch, Cleveland at- 
torney, was placed in charge of the 
property by Common Pleas Court on 
application of the Guardian Trust Com- 
pany, Cleveland. The trust company, 
chief holder of the park company’s as- 
sets, said in a petition that the park 
company, managed by Max Beach, 
Seville, O., owed $69,800.92. Receiver- 
ship appointment was made effective 
until May 30, 1935. 


The plaintiff company also obtained 
an order enjoining stockholders and 
creditors from proceeding against the 
park company or levying on its prop- 
erty. A year ago the park company was 
reorganized, with the trust company 
dictating control. Receivership proceed- 
ings had long been rumored despite an 
apparently successful season which 
ended on Labor Day. 


Chippewa Lake Park, one of the larg- 
est in Eastern Ohio, survived the de- 
pression among few in this area. Mid- 
way is one of the finest in the Middle 
West and spot is one of few which has 
been maintained despite several recent 
lean years. Several hundred cottages 
are on park land and these enjoyed 
a big 1934 season. 

The park was shuttered on Labor Day, 
including the dance pavilion, which in 
former years has been operated thru- 
out most of September. Picnic book- 
ings the past summer were heaviest in 
many years, according to Manager 
Beach.

He says 
many leave their skates for grinding 
so as to have them ready on their re- 


turn. 
How Nature Is Aided 


The sale of hot drinks and hot dogs 
is no small item on cold days. The 
low temperature and vigorous exercise 
are twin appetite producers. One who 
expects to engage in this business would 
do well to make a trip here to get the 
accumulated experience. Some of them 
are so fortunate as to combine skiing 
and the toboggan slide. In places an 
incline is augmented by a wooden tres- 
tle to increase the length of the slide or 
to give a steeper incline for the takeoff. 
Often this slide is packed by the oper- 
ator with snow and sometimes sprinkled 
so it will freeze and hold, as it often 
does, the remainder of the winter. 


Nature does much for winter sports 
here, but these people know when and 
how to aid and abet nature, which they 
find profitable to do. We could aid 
nature more than they do here and en- 
joy some of their profitable results. 


Abler Management Need 


Charley Miller once had a profitable 
ice-skating show at Cincinnati Zoo in 
the summer time. What these people 
could do on some of the hills of Cin- 
cinnati in winter would be amazing. 


The conduct of American amusement 
parks is going to require abler manage- 
ment than in the past. To meet over- 
head the management is going to find 
some of the many opportunities which 
have been overlooked. We have con- 
tributed much to Canadian outdoor 
amusements. Their amusement rides 
are an invasion from the South. They 
cover all sections of the country from 
Nova Scotia to Vancouver, first touching 
only along the border. Let us aid and 
abet a Canadian invasion of winter 
sports with the hope that it extends 
from our border line to the southern- 
most limits of our Southland.

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The Pool 


Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

To get a better picture of problems 
of pool men I recently acted as cashier, 
locker boy, voucher clerk and even life 
guard at various New York City outdoor 
and indoor swim tanks. I want to take 
this opportunity to thank the operators 
of pools at which I “worked” for their 
co-operation. I learned many things 
from these experiences, which I’m sure 
will help me in writing this weekly 
column. 

First of all I came in contact with 
many swimming-pool patrons in my 
different capacities and had a chance 
to study them closely from various 
angles. You get an altogether different 
slant when you're actually on the in- 
side. I’ve preached courtesy here many 
times and that the old adage about the 
customer always being right should be 
practiced, and I still urge that, of 
course, but I can understand now why 
some pool employees talk back to swim- 
mers. 


~ I’ve discovered that patrons of swim 
pools are probably the fussiest lot of 
people found anywhere. They seem to 
be more impatient when in a nata- 
torium than they are in any other place 
of amusement. For example, persons 
will wait in line at a theater to buy 
tickets or they’ll willingly stand if there 
are no seats, but try to hold them up 
&@ minute in a swim tank and they im- 
mediately jump down your throat. I 
imagine this is so because they are 
anxious to get in and get their clothes 
off. It’s this matter of having to un- 
dress that makes them so impatient at 
the box office. And hence a cashier's 
job at a swimming pool is no easy one. 
At any rate, I found it so. 


Then, too, as cashier I discovered that 
many pool patrons try to get in for less 
than the set charge. They'll never 
think of going to a motion picture 
house and plead that they have only 
a certain amount of money and 
wouldn’t they please let them in this 
once for a reduction, but they do that 
continually at pools. This may prevail 
because some pool owners have tolerated 
it, which I think is bad. Unless a pool 
sticks to its one price of admission it 
immediately becomes similar to a “fire 
sale store” with its different rates for 
the same merchandise. And its business 
will be affected in the long run, with 
a@ very cheap element being attracted 
and the good business forced out as a 
result. 

I made various other observations 
when I acted as locker boy, voucher 
clerk and life guard, which I shall re- 
late in future columns. In next week’s 
issue I shall relate some of my experi- 
ences as locker boy. In the meantime 
let me expose the legend that life 
guards attract the women—or maybe my 
eyeglasses and mustache had something 
to do with it. At any rate, I think the 
time I spent at these various jobs were 
not in vain and that you'll get a good 
inside story of swim-pooi operation. 


The first Oriental swim tank ever to 
receive universal publicity is the Menji 
pool in Japan, which was recently fea- 
tured in newsreels. It is surprising to 
note the American atmosphere which 
seems to prevail at this aquadrome. And 
the divers shown in the pictures cer- 
tainly are of championship caliber, prove 
ing that the United States will again 
have its hands full when bucking Japan 
in the next Olympics.

tion. Public estimate was that Rice 
played to about one-fifth as many as 
Lake. It was the season of Dan Rice’s 
ambition to be elected President. He 
had made political speeches from the 
ring during the exhibition. His tour 
was financed by Adam Forepaugh, who 
was represented by J. A. Dingess. Rice’s 
political ambitions became such @ 
liability that employees, as well as the 
public, became disgusted. The opposi- 
tion with Lake at Washington, Mo., was 
evidence of its effects. J. A. Dingess re- 
signed in disgust. ‘ 

On August 21 at Granby, Mo., the Lake 
Circus experienced its first disastrous 
loss. William Lake was murdered at the 
entrance of his own show by a local 
man. The tragedy occurred just as the 
minstrel concert “was about to begin. 
The man had been put out of the tent 
after attempting to evade payment to 
the concert by hiding under the seats. 
When being put out a revolver was 
taken from him by Mr. Lake. A deputy 
marshal had heard of the trouble and 
was at the entrance talking to Mr. Lake 
about the revolver taken from the man. 
A Mr. Thompson stood alongside the 
marshal, also engaged in the conversa- 
tion. The man had gotten another re- 
volver, returned to the crowd at the 
show entrance and standing behind 
Thompson had reached over Thomp- 
son’s shoulder and shot Mr. Lake. The 
ball entered his right breast, coursed 
downward toward the heart. He cried, 
“My God, boys, I am killed.” He was 
carried quickly to the Southwestern 
Hotel, but expired shortly after it was 
reached. The life of a respected and 
successful showman was thus snuffed 
out. 

The coroner’s inquest resulted in @ 
verdict that Jacob Killyon was the 
murderer. He was a man about six feet 
one inch in height, about 25 years of 
age, lived about 10 miles from Granby, 
and operated a machine for threshing 
grain. In the excitement of the mo- 
ment Killyon escaped. Mrs. Lake at 
once announced a reward of $1,000 
would be paid for apprehension and de- 
livery of the murderer. Saturday, Aue 
gust 28, near St. Charles, Killyon was 
found asleep in a moored skiff in which 
he had floated down the Missouri River. 
He was recognized from a description 
published in St. Louis Times. The 
burial of William Lake was in the Odd 
Fellows’ Cemetery at Granby under the 
auspices of Neosho and Granby lodges 
on Monday, August 30. The body was 
incased in a metal coffin. The crowd 
in attendance at the funeral was the 
largest ever assembled for a burial in 
Granby. 

After the funeral Mrs. Lake kept the 
company intact, took active manage- 
ment and the contemplated itinerary 
southwatd was continued. The route 
extended to Texas, and by November 4 
the show had reached Monroe, La. The 
season closed at Shreveport. Mrs. Lake 
and the company and equipment arrived 
in Memphis, Tenn., December 23, where 
it was planned to winter the stock. 
During the last week of January, 1870, 
announcement was made that Lake’s 
Hippolympiad and Mammoth Circus 
would be sold at auction in Memphis 
on Monday, February 21.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 22.—There 
has always been a certain air of 
mystery surrounding the death of the 
once proposed NRA Code for the carnival 
industry. We have always been curious 
to know the real reasons underlying the 
action of the powers that be. Accord- 
ingly, on behalf of the members of ACA, 
we wrote Deputy Administrator Farns- 
worth asking for an authoritative state- 
ment of the reasons for withdrawal of 
the code. 

We do no necessarily agree with Mr. 
Farnsworth’s reasons, but we do feel 
that his statement of them, as spokes- 
man for the Recovery Administration, 
creates them of sufficient interest to 
warrant their restatement. 

Mr. Farnsworth’s reply was: “The 
controlling reason for the withdrawal 
of the code for the carnival industry was 
that it was deemed to be impracticable 
to regulate the hours of an itinerant 
amusement enterprise dependent so 
much on the vicissitudes of the weather. 

“A further cause was the impractica- 
bility of unified industrial self-govern- 
ment applied to an industry so widely 
scattered and so constantly on the move. 
The administrative problem would have 
been nearly insurmountable. 

“When all of these were fully consid- 
ered, it was believed to be unwise to 
burden this industry with a code which, 
if lived up to, might be a tremendous 
hardship on the individual unit, and 
which, if violated, would reflect credit 
upon neither the carnival industry nor 
the National Recovery Administration.” 


In a recent letter to the Forum in 
The Billboard, Hugh T. Chastain Jr., of 
Chicago, throws down a challenge to 
ACA to the effect that until it begins to 
work to the end that legitimate carnival 
men band together and elevate the 
standards of the industry, ACA is not 
justified as a useful organization. It is 
apparent that Mr. Chastain has not read 
the previous pronouncements of the as- 
sociation, else he would have known that 
his challenge was created and accepted 
by the formers of the association, them- 
selves carnival men, who set the objects 
of ACA as a goal worthy of attainment. 


Carnivals owning or hiring busses in 
New York State, or operating them here, 
will be interested to know that the 
Public Service Commission has promul- 
gated a set of drastic regulations which 
become effective on October 1. Some 
time ago The Billboard pointed out the 
necessity for safeguarding the persons 
using this means of conveyance. New 
York's answer to the tragedy at Ossining 
some time ago has been made; it but 
remains for other States to follow this 
lead. Those interested in details are 
asked to communicate with the ACA 
office. 

There is still a lot of publicity left in 
the Cardiff giant. We recently read a 
double-column editorial in a very con- 
servative daily on the subject which 
suggested that the public is still gullible 
and that it is about time for someone 
to dig up another “giant” or perhaps a 
Pygmy. Maybe so.

Commercial Appeal, of Memphis, for 
a day when the Model Shows of America, 
of which he ts pb. a., recently played the 
Mid-South Fair there, Walter D. Nealand 
in Harry Martin’s “Footlights and Flick- 
ers” gave an interesting account of his 
first visit to Memphis back in 1905 when 
he was with the road show Way Down 
East, playing at the old Lyceum Thea- 
ter. 

Memphis folks Walt mentioned as 
having made good in show business in- 
cluded Ernie Young, who was in those 


days treasurer for the Lyceum; Floyd 
King, who was police reporter on The 
News-Scimitar 20 years ago; Ned Court- 
ney and his brother, Bob, old-time cir- 
cus men. He also recalled the time 
when the Warner Theater in Memphis 
was renamed the Pantages and he was 
a member of the cast of Thunder Moun- 
tain, melodramatic production. 

“On the same bill—number two spot 
— was a singing and dancing team 
mamed Winchell and Green,” Walt 
wrote. “The male member of the team, 
a hoofer, as dancers are known in the 
professions, never won any medals as a 
dancer or set the Mississippi River on 
fire with his funny sayings. But as the 
Walter Winchell, newspaper columnist 
and radio personality of today at $50,000 
a year plus radio earnings, he is one of 
the most discussed Fourth Estate per- 
sonalities of the day.” 

Eldon Roark in his “StroJling’ column 
in The Memphis Press-Scimitar, also 
during the Memphis fair, referred to 
Walt as a veteran trouper, starting with 
mud shows back in 1897 and said he 
bears a resemblance to Irvin S. Cobb. 

In addition to handling the duties of 
p. a., Walt has under his management 
“Freezo, the Human Polar Bear,” a fea- 
ture with the Cortez Lorow Odditorium 
with the Model Shows, and expects 
Freezo to be a bigger draw than Silver 
King, the dog star, or the embalmed 
whale. “Freezo,” says Walt, “is frozen 
solid in a block of ice weighing 1,400 
pounds and stays there 20 minutes or 
more. As far as I can learn he is the 
only one doing this kind of an act, altho 
three years ago on the West Coast I had 
a fellow named Morro doing a similar 
act.”

WHEN LEE EYERLY originated and 
built the first model Loop-o-Plane at 
Salem, Ore., he did not believe that the 
public would ride it. The machine 
stood idle on the factory grounds for 
about a year until Frank Rupp observed 
the device, rode it and made Mr. Eyerly 
& proposition to take it on the road. 
Mr. Rupp joined the Crafts Shows 
at the Orange Show at Pomona, Calif., 
and during a 10-day stay there estab- 
lished an enviable record for a light, 
low-priced ride. Additional machines 
were built, the second one going to 
Fred Mortensen, with West Coast Shows. 
No. 3 went to O. N. Crafts, and No. 4 
to L. D. Pairfield, with John T. Wortham 
Shows. The first machine built was 
constructed of angle iron instead of 12- 
inch tubing and was gear-driven, which 
gave the boys some trouble. Later ma- 
chines were chain-driven, and some of 
the earlier models were converted to 
chain drives, eliminating trouble from 
that source. Show boys had an unusual 
lot of fun at the Oregon State Fair, 
Salem, Labor Day week. Mr. Eyerly and 
Robin Reed, sales manager, obtained a 
Loop-o-Plane concession and operated 
it entirely thru the efforts of men 
employed at the factory in the construc- 
tion of the ride. Improvements in the 
loading and unloading of passengers 
have stepped up the earning capacity 
of the machine. It was also discovered 
that more repeat rides and satisfied pas- 
sengers were carried when the actual 
riding time did not exceed 50 seconds. 
Passengers questioned as to the length 
of time they were in the ship invariably 
answered that it was from 5 to 10 min- 
utes and were greatly surprised to learn 
that it was not more than 50 seconds.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Sept. 22—The called meeting of the Oklahoma Coin 
Machine Operators’ Association, held here on Sunday, September 9, was a huge 
success. The attendance was large and many important matters were considered. 


Meeting was held at the offices of the Novelty Sales Company. 


By-laws were adopted 


and officers elected for the ensuing year. L. W. Ashbrook, Lawton, was chosen presi- 
dent; C. E. Kettering, Oklahoma City, secretary and treasurer; T. W. Nelson, Tulsa, 
first vice-president; I. Lowenthol, second vice-president; C. E. Todd, Oklahoma City; 


Jim Boyle, Oklahoma City; Lew Fisher, 
Bartlesville; J. B. Meyers, Haskell, and 
C. M. McDaniel, Enid, were chosen as a 
board of directors. 


Regular meetings will be held the last 
Sunday of each month and the annual 
meeting will be held on the second Sun- 
day of September each year, it was de- 
cided. Dues are to be paid quarterly in 
advance and also a special assessment of 
$5 was levied against each member. ‘[he 
special assessment was for the purpose of 
paying attorneys who represented the 
association in a case in which W. E. Cal- 
lison had filed suit against one of the 
members, the Western Sales Company of 
Tulsa, for alleged infringement of patent. 


The secretary was instructed to have 
the association incorporated in the State 
as a non-profit organization. It was also 
voted to put the secretary on a salary 
and under bond to cover all funds 
handled.

Jobbers Stock Premiums 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22—Ben Josefs-

Half Interest Goes High 


FT. WAYNE, Ind., Sept. 22—Two men 
were ordered out of Fort Wayne re- 
cently by the chief of detectives after 
they were found to be offering for sale 
half interest in a slot machine of the 
gum vending type. They were reported 
to be asking $250 for half interest in a 
machine which they claimed earned at 
least $65 weekly. The Better Business 
Bureau and others, after examining the 
machine, decided a man would be lucky 
if he could make 50 cents a week on 
one of the machines.

Good Ballyhoo 


“Ballyhoo” may be a cheap word but it is used a lot and 
suggests an effective means of stirring up enthusiasm and en- 
listing crowds of people to follow some slogan. 

The word itself may be cheap, but there can be good bally- 
hoo and we should learn to appreciate its uses. To get the 
proper spirit, there must be a snappy slogan, a trite name, 
maybe a song, or perhaps all combined to furnish spirit for 
some kind of a movement. 


We have had examples of good ballyhoo on a national scale 
and it did the work. When we were facing the World War, 
liberal doses of patriotism were put into such slogans as “Buy 
Liberty Bonds” and “Help Make the World Safe for Democ- 
racy.” Even when the fighting spirit of patriotism can be ap- 
pealed to, there is a place for plain old ballyhoo and a lot of 
work is required to keep up the popular enthusiasm. 


We have had a more recent campaign under the banner of 
“We Do Our Part.” Unfortunately, politics has become mixed 
with our present campaign to counteract much of the good 
that was accomplished by a popular slogan. Then a good 
slogan can’t be expected to last very long, until a new one is 
needed to stir the popular imagination. We are looking for a 
new national slogan now, but the ones proposed—‘“Back to 
the Constitution” and “Keep the Government Out of Business” — 
are too negative and too depressing to stimulate business or 
stir the imagination. 


The country needs a progressive, more cheerful slogan that 
will continue to keep people doing their part. 


Good ballyhoo has proved its usefulness in the coin-ma- 
chine industry also. Every year the entire trade turns its 
attention for several months to boosting the annual coin-ma- 
chine exposition and convention. The idea has worked and 
many thousands have been made to enjoy the annual occasion 
all the more, and also profit by it, because there was plenty of 
ballyhoo in stirring up enthusiasm for the show. 


The most popular type of machine in the industry i is the 
modern pin-table game and there has been hopes of inventing 
some slogan or catchy phrase that could be used to ballyhoo 
the games to the public. “Let’s Play Pinball” is the nearest 
approach to what would perhaps be a catchy sign to tease the 
public with the appeal of these games. Most of the advertising 
to the public has been of the prizes that may be won in those 
sections where such advertising is permitted. Some better 
method of ballyhoo for the pin games would add much to the 
success of the games. 


Slogans for the industry have taken even a more serious 
turn than the mere soliciting of business. In 1933, we had 
“Make the Location Your Partner” as an idea to cure the grow- 
ing antagonism between operators and locations. This feeling 
of ill will between operators and locations was destined to cause 
a lot of trouble, when-a spirit of co-operation meant profit to 
all. A little ballyhoo on the subject helped to put some op- 
erators to thinking. 


This year a slogan, “Make the Public Official Your Friend,” 
and already in the ninth month of the year, more good has been 
accomplished i in bringing about a better understanding of legiti- 
mate coin machines among public officials than in any other 
year in the history of the industry. 


Good ballyhoo, when suggestive and aggressive in spirit, 
can accomplish wonders in moving people in the right direction.

Predicts Return 


Of Arcade Spot 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Bill Rabkin, 
president of the International Muto- 
scope Reel Company and an authority 
on sportlands, predicts that these places 
are rapidly undergoing changes that 
will transform them into America’s 
most popular indoor amusement places 
for the fall and winter months. He 
sees the sportlands adopting many of 
the machines which were popular in ar- 
cades in former days and that the sport- 
lands will bring these. machines back 
under much better surroundings. 


Rabkin says that the average sport- 
land, in order to retain its clientele, 
will become more or less an indoor 
amusement park, with some of the 
rides and other thrills that appeal to 
park patrons. He believes that the 
public wants greater variety than pin 
games can furnish alone, even tho the 
games are changed frequently. The 
sportland must make some radical 
changes to keep pace with the tempo of 
the times, he adds, and one way to do 
this is to revive some of the old arcade 
favorites. 


Attention is called to the Sports 
Place on Broadway, which offers Variety 
by using a handwriting analyst, photo- 
graphic machines, soft-drink booth, rifle 
range, many types of arcade machines 
and other equipment. He plans to fea- 
ture a completely equipped sportland 
as a special display in the new plant of 
the firm, with its 26,000 square feet of 
floor space. It will be a miniature 
amusement park idea, he says. 


Balcony Provides Space 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Unsuccessful 
in renting another room adjoining their 
present office, Sol Wohlman and Mac 
Perlman are completely remodeling the 
present quarters of the Acme Vending 
Company, which they manage. They 
have built up a large following among 
the operators in the uptown and Bronx 
districts and feel the need of more 
space. 


At present more room is being secured 
by constructing a balcony around the 
room, and the offices will be placed on 
this space. This-will allow much larger 
display room on the main floor. Claire 
Grant is office manager for the Acme 
firm and has been instrumental in se- 
curing some fine out-of-town business 
for them.

Robbins says that it will prove to be 4 
commendable method’ for advertising 
the games to the playing public and 
also stimulating their interest in the 
same.

New York To Try 
Lottery Scheme 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—New York's 
municipal lottery plan, as a part of a 
comprehensive movement to raise funds 
passed 
quickly by thé board of aldermen and 
the board of estimate this week. The 
lottery idea has been under discussion 
for some time and was sponsored by 
Bronx Boro President Lyons. Passage of 
the measures was also urged by Mayor 
LaGuardia because of the necessity of 
meeting immense relief needs during the 
coming winter. Opposition to the lot- 
tery plan began gathering immediately 
after its passage, and it is anticipated 
that court tests may be necessary to de- 
cide the legality of the lottery. 

Briefly, the lottery plan provides for 
the sale of memberships in an associa- 
tion at 82.50 thruout the nation and 
each six months the association will 
choose officers by lot, the lucky “of- 
ficers” to have no duties but to receive 
handsome “salaries” which in effect are 
the prizes for winning. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Immediate re- 
action to the New York lottery plan was 
heard in Chicago, also in need of im- 
mense relief funds, when an alderman 
started a movement to present a lottery 
bill before the State Legislature which 
convenes in January. State laws pre- 
vent Chicago, it is said, from adopting 
a lottery, so enabling legislation will 
be sought as soon as possible. The alder- 
men also urged a tax on handbooks 
since the city had not been able to 
drive the handbook makers out. 


A Unique Business Card 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22—Iéo J. Kelly, 
general sales manager of the Standard 
Ticket Games Corporation, is handing 
cut a unique business card. In reality 
it is not a card at all, but a ticket—the 
same kind of ticket vended by the table 
game which is manufactured by the 
firm.

The purpose 
of the ticket game is to Protect the 
cperator and we have made sure to 
protect him on the ticket.”

Appearance invites purchase, quality 
creates a desire to repeat and cleanliness 
is a preventative against illness and dis- 
comfort. You must remember that in 
all parts of this country the health of- 
ficers are watching beverage machines 
very closely and the inspections are fre- 
quent.

Announcement was made this week 
that the Brunswick - Balke - Collender 
Company, makers of a coin-operated 
bowling alley, had realized an almost 
100 per cent increase in sales of the 
various products made by them during 
the first six months of 1934. The firm 
postponed a national campaign on the 
coin-operated bowling alley to use their 
facilities in making bar equipment 
when repeal was ushered in.

Wurlitzer. He and his brother, Hans 
Adam, were sons of an. eminent Saxon 
lutemaker. Employing inborn talents, 
Hans Andreas became even more fa- 
mous as a lutemaker than the father, by 
whose experience and counsel he had 
been enriched. Hans Adam served an 
apprenticeship as a lutemaker, but 
later became devoted to the art of violin 
making. In 1732 he was honored by the 
Saxon Guild with the title of Master 
Violin Maker. 

Since that time, thru seven succes- 
sive generations, the name of Wurlitzer 
has been inseparably identified with 
the progress of music. 

The Wurlitzer organization of today 
was founded by the. late Rudolph Wure- 
litzer, whose two sons, Rudolph H. and 
Farny R., are now carrying on the busi- 
ness their father started.

Credit Refund 


Is Announced 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Announcement 
of a 25 per cent credit refund on the 
August code assessments paid by mem- 
ber manufacturers was announced this 
week and is said to be a policy which 
Code Authority members hope may be 
continued. 

The action by the Code Authority for 
the coin machine manufacturing indus- 
try reads that 25 per cent of the net 
amount of the code assessment paid on 
its August, 1934, sales wil] be allowed as 
a credit refund to each member of the 
industry whos2 code assessments on 
sales from February to August, 1934, 
inclusive, are paid in full by September 
30, 1934. This refund to each member 
of the industry entitled to it shall be 
treated as a credit against future 
amounts due on code assessments.” 

The refund may not be deducted from 
the August sales assessment if it has 
not yet been paid, the announcement 
says. A credit memorandum will be is- 
sued to each company entitled to it.

Company has moved to new and larger 
quarters at 797 Coney Island avenue. 
H. A. Fabricant, head of the concern, 
states that at their new location they 
will carry a complete line of pin games, 
premiums and other merchandise for 
the coin-machine trade.

Detroit operators will ask 
for definite statement on 
prize issue 


* 

DETROIT, Sept. 22.—Plans to secure 
increased support from business inter- 
ests for the cause of the operators in 
the present license issue here are almost 
complete, according to F. E. Turner, 
president of the Michigan AMA. The 
Detroit Hotel Men's Association and the 
Michigan Cigar Dealers’ Association were 
being enlisted in the movement led by 
local operators. The support of the 
local confectioners’ and druggists’ asso- 
ciations was reported last week. It is 
reported that leading business interests 
which provide locations for coin ma- 
chines are solidly supporting the oper- 
ators. 

“Detroit operators are the first to 
come out boldly for the legal right to 
give prizes in game play,” Turner said. 
“We want this prize idea put into the 
ordinance. In other cities operators and 
legislators have side-stepped the prize 
issue, neither forbidding nor legalizing it, 
but we feel that some definition of the 
status of prizes is necessary. 

“Detroit operators also want some as- 
surance against the confiscation, and 
ultimate probable destruction, of ma- 
chines upon the mere suspicion of the 
police department that they are used 
for gambling. The ordinance provides 
that conviction must be secured before 
the machine can be seized. The ulti- 
mate fee for each amusement game will 
probably be $%2. Operators generally 
want a fee of $1 and not $5, as was 
recently reported.” 

A hearing was scheduled on the ordi- 
nance for September 20. Definite pas- 
sage of the ordinance by the council is 
not expected before September 25 in 
any case, and it is probable a third hear- 
ing will be held before final passage. 


Patents September 18 


Some very interesting, and what will 
probably be historic, patents appear in 
the bulletin of the Patent Office issued 
September 18. As one manufacturer 
recently stated, there are some impore 
tant patents covering the principles of 
pin table games being issued recently, 
which will undoubtedly have an im- 
rortant influence on the future manu- 
facture of games. 

No. 1,973,814 covers a game apparatus, 
issued to Claude R. Kirk and assigned 
to John F. Meyer, Exhibit Supply Com- 
pany, Chicago. Application was made 
on this patent on May 23, 1934, and four 
claims were allowed. The speed in 
granting this patent indicates that the 
patent office is now giving quick service 
on patent applications. 

No. 1,973,815 covers a game apparatus, 
issued to Claude R. Kirk and E. Col- 
lison, and assigned to the Standard 
Ticket Games Corporation, Chicago. Ap- 
plication made June 28, 1934, and 12 
claims were allowed. 

No. 1,973,820 covers a game apparatus, 
issued to Bon MacDougall, Los Angeles, 
and assigned to Pred McCellan, Pacific 
Amusement Manufacturing Company, 
Chicago; application made June 28 and 
eight claims allowed. These three pat- 
ents issued on table games recently 
placed on the market are in addition to 
No. 1,972,993, listed September 11, cov- 
ering a game device by W. H. Huener- 
gardt and assigned to Rock-Ola Manu- 
facturing Corporation, Chicago. This 
application was made on October 5, 1932, 
and 17 claims were allowed. 

No. 1,973,867 covers a dispensing de- 
vice issued to Prank M. Cook, San Fran- 
cisco. No. 1,973,875 covers a coin con- 
trol mechanism issued to William J. 
Martin and assigned to Snax Automatic 
Stores, Inc., Detroit. 

No. 1,974,199 covers an amusement 
device, apparently a baseball table 
game, issued to Arthur W. Swenson, 
Rockford, Ill. Application made in 1932 
and 38 claims were allowed. 

Two design patents, D-93,372 and 
D-93,373, for vending machine casings 
are shown; issued to Edward L. Zacher, 
South Bend, Ind.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.-—The ground- 
work for a general meeting of 
operators with license department of- 
ficials was paved by Attorney Benjamin 
H. Haskell this week. Mr. Haskell dis- 
cussed the subject of licensing diggers, 
a matter that has been under considera- 
tion for some time, with License Com- 
missioner Moss and found him favor- 
able to the licensing of the digger type 
machine. Commissioner Harold Allen is 
in charge of coin machine investigation 
for the police department, and if he is 
favorable toward the licensing of dig- 
gers it is felt that the plans for a gen- 
eral meeting with operators and public 
= present will be held in the near 

ture 


Mr. Haskell reported that Commis- 
sioner Moss thoroly understood the dig- 
ger situation, and that he also has in 
his department a plan already worked 
out for a proposed license. This plan 
will probably be discussed with a com- 
mittee from the digger association be- 
fore final presentation to a general 
meeting. 

It is understood also that Mr. Moss 
may again call together all organizations 
of the amusement machine industry for 
the consideration of what may be a new 
licensing plan. Considerable experience 
has been gained in the licensing of these 
machines, it is explained, and it may be 
possible to make some improvements in 
the present system. When rumors of a 
possible change came tu operators there 
was some uneasiness among the coin- 
men. But Attorney Haskell has assured 
the operators that the new plan will 
probably show some worth-while im- 
provements ov2r the present system. 

The trade has been expecting the 
board of aldermen to pass an ordinance 
for licensing all persons who own coin 
machines. This will mean an occupa- 
tional license for each operator, at prob- 
ably $50 per year, which will be in ad- 
dition to the present fee on each ma- 
chine. Legal counsel for the operators 
is optimistic that this occupational bill 
will soon become law. This bill and 
other matters pertaining to license will 
be discussed when the general meeting 
is held with public officials.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—The alertness of 
jobbers and distributors to see the new 
games was shown this past week by the 
list who visited the plant of D. Gottlieb 
& Company to see the Merry-Go-Round. 
Included in the list were Charles Licht- 
man, New York; Ben Palastrant, Boston; 
Mr. Sears, Washington, D. C.; William 
Blatt, Brooklyn; M. Hurvitch, Birming- 
ham; William Marmer, Cincinnati; Joe 
Weinberger, Louisville; Hy Greenstein, 
Minneapolis; Louis Morris, St. Louts;
